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ROAD REVAMP 
'MUST BE RIGHT' 



The busy Mile End roundabout

COUNCILLORS say it is “crucial” the redesign of Oswest¬ 
ry’s Mile End roundabout is completed correctly once 
and for all. 

The roundabout was remodelled in 2014 at a cost of £4 million. Fur¬ 
ther work, including repainting of the lines because drivers said they 
were confusing, was done earlier this year. 

But now Steve Davenport, Shropshire Council’s cabinet member for highways, has re¬ 
vealed the roundabout is set to be replaced entirely in the next two years. The island 

needs to be remodelled because of plans 
for Oswestry’s new innovation park and 
scores of new homes. 

The changes to the junction will be part 
of £9.3 million of work to the area’s roads 
network which was announced earlier this 
year. 

Oswestry Rural Parish Councillor Rob¬ 
ert Milton believes the revamp is the last 
shot road bosses may have at carrying out 
the work because public spending is so 
tight. 

He said: “The plans for the innovation 
park and for new homes have been talked 
about for years so I am confused as to why 
this hasn’t happened in the past. 

“It is the third time it has been re¬ 
vamped now, so it is crucial they get this 
one right. 

“It is a revamp, of a revamp, of a re¬ 
vamp, and if they don’t get it right then 
there will certainly be some adverse com¬ 
ments. 

“Public money is tight at the moment, 
so they need to get this one right.” 

The new plan includes more exits with 
a statement from Shropshire Council say¬ 
ing the need for a redesign so soon after 
the previous work is because it was only 
designed to deal with existing traffic and 
not that expected in the future. 

Shropshire County Councillor Vince 
Hunt said it is imperative things are right 
this time as Oswestry is a town on the up 
and Mile End needs to facilitate that. 

He added: “It was disappointing the 
works last time were not good enough. 

“It isn’t the council’s fault but it is pub¬ 
lic money and it is imperative that they get 
it right this time. 

“With the innovation park and the extra 
houses the roundabout needs to be able to 
cope with that.” 

News of the rebuild comes at the same 
time as new figures claim the roundabout 
is statistically one of the safest in the 
county, with half the accidents of the na¬ 
tional average for a junction of that size. 
Statistics say there were only four colli¬ 
sions causing injury on the roundabout in 
the five years up to September 2017.

Changes ahead 
for one-way 
system in town 

CHANGES are set to be made to Welshpool’s 
controversial one-way system following nu¬ 
merous complaints and accidents. 

The Welsh Government re-configured the 
road system in 2011 but a number of acci¬ 
dents have happened. Now seven years later 
the Welsh Government has announced a 12- 
week consultation ahead of making further 
changes. Government officials are proposing 
to turn Broad Street into a single lane from 
The Cross to the Town Hall, with a zebra 
crossing being installed at the town hall. 

Plans also include improvements to the 
Brook Street two-way system between 
Church Street and Jehu Road which would 
require alterations to A458 signage at Sarn- 
y-Bryn Caled roundabout and the Flash 
junction. Drop-in consultation sessions will 
be held at the town hall between 10am and 
7pm tomorrow (Friday) and on October 30. 

County Councillor Graham Breeze, who 
vowed to fight for improvements when 
standing for election last year, said he was 
delighted the proposals had reached the con¬ 
sultation stage.

Plan revealed for 
new crematorium 
to ease pressure 

PLANS have been drawn up to create a 
new crematorium to serve Oswestry and 
the surrounding areas. 

One of the country’s leading developers 
of crematoria, Westerleigh, is consulting on 
proposals to build and operate a new cre¬ 
matorium near Nesscliffe. 

The aim is to provide a more accessible 
funeral service for families in the Oswestry 
area who currently have to travel to the 
south east of Shrewsbury or to Wrexham. 

Westerleigh has said the new facility will 
relieve funeral congestion at existing cre¬ 
matoria, with many families currently hav¬ 
ing to wait longer than three weeks for a 
funeral. Funeral directors have complained 
that the facilities can often be congested 
with different groups of mourners overlap¬ 
ping. Richard Evans, chief executive of the 
Westerleigh Group, said: “A new cremato¬ 
rium is needed to ensure that families liv¬ 
ing in Oswestry and the surrounding area 
have access to a dedicated local facility. 

“We are looking forward to showing 
our plans to the public and are hoping to 
explain how a modern crematorium in 
an attractive parkland setting can add to 
this community’s quality of life.” A pub¬ 
lic exhibition is taking place on Tuesday 
next week at Nesscliffe Village Hall from 
2.30pm to 7pm.

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Salon owner is jailed for 
laundering drugs money

THE owner of a beauty and hair 
salon who laundered her part¬ 
ner’s drugs cash has been jailed 
for 14 months with her part¬ 
ner receiving six years and four 
months for setting up a cannabis 
farm at his furniture business. 

Maxine Knott, 50, passed money 
made by Simon King, through the 
Gorgeous Hair and Beauty Salon in 
Oswestry. 

Knott, of Llansilin, near Oswestry, de¬ 
nied a charge of money laundering but was 
found guilty by a jury at Mold Crown Court. 

Judge Niclas Parry, passing sentence, 
told Knott that she had tried to dupe the 
jury when she pleaded not guilty. 

King, 47, from Llansilin, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to produce cannabis and 
money laundering. Nearly £500,000 had 
been paid into his bank accounts. 

Lee Alexander, 35, of Silkmoor Lane, 
Stafford, received four years and nine 
months in jail after admitting conspiracy 
to produce cannabis and money laundering. 

King and Alexander set up a cannabis 
factory on the Bromfield industrial estate 
in Mold, where King’s furniture business 
acted as a front, the court was told. 

Anna Price, prosecuting, said it was capa¬ 
ble of producing cannabis worth hundreds 
of thousands of pounds. 

She said there had even been a secret 
door at the premises, as there had been at 
the couple’s previously rented home, a farm 
in West Felton near Oswestry where, she 
said, there was evidence of previous canna¬ 
bis growth. Miss Price said Knott had had 
£150,000 in her bank accounts, although 
she said some of this may have come from 
her legitimate business, the Gorgeous Hair 
and Beauty Salon. 

The court was told that cannabis worth 
an estimated £800,000 had been produced 
in a six-year period until last year. 

Knott’s barrister Saleema Mahmood said 
her client’s main worry was that if she went 
to jail her four staff would lose their jobs. 

The three defendants will face a proceeds 
of crime hearing in the New Year. 


AN armed raid was a joint operation with 
American security services, it has been re¬ 
vealed. 

Police firearms officers descended on 
Oswestry on Thursday last week, surround¬ 
ing the former Queens Hotel in Oswald 
Road. They arrested two people. 

Police chiefs said the raid was a pre¬ 
planned operation after a parcel bound for 
Oswestry was found in America with a gun 
and ammunition inside. 

Detective Chief Inspector Michael Nally 


from West Mercia Police said the raid came 
after a joint operation between two US 
agencies - Homeland Security Investiga¬ 
tions and the United States Postal Inspec¬ 
tion Service - in which HSI special agents in 
Newark examined a parcel and discovered a 
concealed firearm and ammunition inside. 

Newark, New Jersey, has a major inter¬ 
national airport that serves New York and 
houses a huge cargo hub. 

Investigators from the Regional Organ¬ 
ised Crime Unit West Midlands then ar¬ 


ranged for the delivery of the package to the 
address in Oswestry town centre. 

A 21-year-old man and a 19-year-old 
woman, believed to be responsible for at¬ 
tempting to import the firearm and ammu¬ 
nition into the country, were arrested on 
suspicion of firearms offences. 

In total about 10 armed officers along 
with police dogs entered the block of flats.. 

Other armed police officers remained out¬ 
side.Oswald Road was closed for about 30 
minutes while the raid took place.

work set 
to resume 
after shell 
discoveries 

WORK is set to fully resume on a 
building site where two wartime 
shells were found. 

Residents in the Park Hall area of 
Oswestry were left shocked when two 
shells were found on land off Artillery 
Road in the space of two weeks earlier 
this year. 

It is on the site where Chartland 
Homes are building houses and is a 
former army camp. 

Since early August, a specialist ex¬ 
plosive disposal company has been 
surveying the area of the site where 
the finds were made. 

They have now concluded their in¬ 
vestigation, and work can fully begin 
on the site. 

Some work has been continuing on 
other parts of the site while investiga¬ 
tion work has taken place. 

Andrew Jones, project manager, 
said the investigation will push back 
the time it takes to complete the 
building work, but that all construc¬ 
tion can soon resume. 

He said: “They have concluded 
their investigations and last week we 
were given clearance on the area. 

“Now we have been given the all 
clear so we just need to complete all 
the paperwork, which could take a 
couple of weeks then work can resume 
on the area.” 

Mr Jones confirmed that samples of 
the ground have now been sent off for 
asbestos testing.

Entrepreneur Per calls 
for yellow lines help

BALLOONING expert and busi¬ 
nessman Per Lindstrand is call¬ 
ing for double yellow lines out¬ 
side his factory in a bid to stop 
vehicles blocking his parking 
spaces. 

Mr Lindstrand said that after calling 
for the restrictions for about 10 years 
he was delighted to see a line mark¬ 
ing truck turning up on the industrial 
estate off Maesbury Road in Oswestry. 

“I have made numerous approaches 
to the council and I was overjoyed that 
it seemed my request had finally been 
granted,” he said. “When I came back from 
lunch they had painted single and double 
yellow lines in front of all the premises on 
the estate except mine where I have two 
short white lines. The result of this is that 
the only place the trucks can park legally is 
outside of my premises blocking the park¬ 
ing lot. So instead of fulfilling my request 
they have made the situation worse. 

“On contacting the council I was in¬ 
formed that yellow paint was not in the 
budget which sounds a bit strange as they 
had to empty the yellow paint to clean the 
equipment and refill with white paint to 
paint two short strips.” 

Dave Gradwell of Shropshire Council 
said: “Unfortunately, at the present time, 
there is no legal Traffic Regulation Order 
in place to allow the provision of double yel¬ 
low lines outside Lindstrand Technologies 
on Mile Oak Industrial Estate. 

“However, I can confirm that the intro¬ 
duction of further parking restrictions on 
Mile Oak Industrial Estate is something 
that has been requested by a number of 
businesses on the industrial estate, in¬ 
cluding by Lindstrand Technologies, and 
this is something that could be given fur¬ 
ther consideration subject to the necessary 
funding being available in order to progress 
such a scheme. The white H bar markings 
that were previously provided outside Lind¬ 
strand Technologies to deter parking, have 
been replaced as part of the recent carriage¬ 
way resurfacing scheme.” 


AN 86-year-old woman suffered se¬ 
rious injuries when the car she was 
a passenger in was involved in a col¬ 
lision near Oswestry. 

Emergency services were called 
to the two-vehicle crash outside the 
Bridge Inn at Chirk Bank shortly 
after 8.30pm on Sunday. The crash 
involved a white van and a grey VW 
Passat. 

West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice said the 86-year-old woman, 
a passenger in the car, suffered 


neck, back and chest injuries and 
was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

A 58-year-old woman, also a pas¬ 
senger, was taken to the Wrexham 
Maelor Hospital with a leg injury. 

Two other people in the car were 
uninjured. 

The van driver suffered a leg and 
a head injury, ambulance staff said. 
He was taken to the Royal Shrop¬ 
shire Hospital. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 


vice crews from Wellington and 
Oswestry spent an hour and a half 
at the scene, cutting people free 
from the wreckage of the vehicles. 

Police are appealing for witnesses 
who may have seen either vehicle 
prior to the collision.

He said the council’s customer service 
centre or the more specialist services them¬ 
selves were able to resolve most issues over 
the phone. 

“Housing benefits and Revenues deal 
with their own enquiries and have their 
own telephone service and concessionary 
travel renewals can be handled by the Cus¬ 
tomer Service Centre over the telephone 
rather than face-to-face,” he said. 

He added that the majority of Blue Badge 
services are posted and parking charges can 
be paid over the phone. 


Chimney safety reminder

SHROPSHIRE Fire and Rescue Service 
has launched its annual Chimney Safety 
Campaign and is urging people to consider 
the safety of their chimneys. 

Before the cold nights draw in, people are 
being asked to make sure they have their 
chimney swept regularly. 

The campaign was launched at Sains- 
bury’s in Oswestry. 

Vulnerable persons officer Laura Kavan- 
agh-Jones said: “A chimney fire can cause 
a great deal of damage and leave a terrible 
mess and has the potential to cause injury 


and even death. Have your chimney swept 
at least once a year and your chimney must 
be kept clean to prevent fires and structural 
damage to your property. 

“Regular cleaning of your chimney or 
flues eliminates the build-up of soot and 
clears obstructions such as bird and animal 
nests, leaves and debris. Ensure your chim¬ 
ney flue is inspected at regular intervals to 
prevent fire breaking out of the chimney. 
Go into the loft occasionally when the fire 
is alight to check for smoke from cracks, de¬ 
fective brickwork or mortar joints.”

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Busy roundabout on edge 
of town set to be replaced

THE Mile End roundabout on the outskirts of Oswestry will be re¬ 
placed, it has been confirmed by the councillor in charge of high¬ 
ways. 

The island, which was rebuilt at a cost of £4 million in 2014, will need to be re¬ 
modelled because of plans for a new innovation park and scores of new homes. 
The changes to the junction in Oswestry will be part of £9.3 million of work to the A5 


Road island 
is 'one of 
the safest' 

IT has been rebuilt at a cost of £4 million 
and it looks set to be rebuilt again as part 
of moves to improve safety. 

But new figures reveal that Mile End 
roundabout on the outskirts of Oswestry is 
statistically one of the safest in the county, 
with half the accidents of the national av¬ 
erage for a junction of that size. Statistics 
released on behalf of the Highways Agency 
show there were only four collisions causing 
injury on the roundabout in the five years 
up to September 2017. The roundabout was 
remodelled in 2014 at the cost of £4 million, 
partly to improve safety. Further work was 
carried out on the roundabout earlier this 
year and now Steve Davenport, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member for highways, 
has revealed that it is set to be replaced 
entirely in the next two years. Councillor 
Davenport said that despite the low num¬ 
ber of accidents the work has been vital to 
deal with the increasing number of cars. 

The report’s figures on the roundabout 
equate to 0.8 accidents per year. The UK 
average for five-armed single carriageway 
roundabouts is 1.72. The report by The 
Road Safety Initiatives on behalf of High¬ 
ways England and the Mosaic Group was 
requested as part of a planning bid to build 
150 homes off Middleton Road. 


which was announced earlier this year. 

The confirmation comes as new figures 
reveal the existing Mile End roundabout is 
one of the safest of its kind in the country. 

County councillor Steve Davenport said: 
“Traffic is growing and with 150 houses it 
will grow a bit more. 

“Also with a piece of land opposite with 
the innovation park, that will grow there, 
so something has to be done with the 
roundabout to allow for homes and to allow 
the business on the park to flourish. 

“So there will be a new roundabout there 
and it will be in the next two years. 

“Shropshire Council is planning for the 
future and being progressive with that side 
of things. 

“I am also still fighting for the dualling of 
the A5 along that stretch. 

“All this is about jobs, getting traffic 
flowing through Oswestry and bringing 
prosperity to the area. 

“It has to be developed to enable the ex¬ 
pansion of that area of Oswestry and for 
business to thrive.” 

The work would have to be designed and 
approved by Highways England. 

Robert Jaffier, the organisation’s asset 
and resource manager, confirmed they were 
working with the council on the plan. 

He said: “We’re working in partnership 
with Shropshire Council to support their 
aspirations for housing and employment 
growth.” 

The roundabout has been the source of 
controversy with drivers complaining of 
confusing markings after it was last re¬ 
modelled, resulting in the lines having to 
be repainted. 

Shropshire Council has said the need for 
a redesign so soon after the previous work 
is because it was only designed to deal with 
existing traffic, and not that expected in the 
future. 


Fire damage is revealed

ENVIRONMENTAL workers will spend 
the autumn fully assessing the damage 
caused to a mountain by a wildfire that 
raged for a month. 

Earlier this summer a fire broke out on 
the Horseshoe Pass, near Llangollen, with 
multiple fire crews working around the 
clock to put it out. 

It re-ignited and peat continued to burn, 
forcing the road over the mountain to be 
repeatedly closed. 

Now Natural Resources Wales has re¬ 
leased drone footage showing the extent of 
the damage from the fire which began in 


July, at the height of the summer heatwave. 
Initial surveys reveal that 247 hectares, the 
size of about 247 rugby pitches, has been 
burnt and there is little vegetation left in 
the area. 

Nick Thomas, operations manager for 
North East Wales, Natural Resources 
Wales, said: “The thin mineral soil is nor¬ 
mally covered by heathland vegetation like 
heather, bilberry and gorse. There are also 
some pockets of deeper peat that have been 
particularly badly affected by the fire. In 
places it has been completely burnt away, 
exposing a sandy sub-soil and rock.”

It’s been a long time coming 
but proposals for improvements 
to Welshpool’s troublesome 
one-way system are at last in the 
public domain with residents be¬ 
ing given the opportunity to pass 
comment. 

The timing of the Monday 
announcement by Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment could not have been 
better following another serious 
incident when a pedestrian was 
knocked down and seriously 
injured outside the Tourist Infor¬ 
mation Centre. 

One of the promises I made 
when standing for re-election to 
Powys County Council last year 
was that I would continue to fight 
for improvements to the town’s 
roads network. It’s been a long 
hard road to negotiate but at last 
we have something tangible to 
discuss. 

The improvement plan went 
out to consultation on Monday 
containing proposals to change 
Union Street back to a two-way 
system, a single lane Broad 
Street, improvement to junc¬ 
tions, new parking restrictions 
and a new Zebra Crossing out¬ 
side the Town Hall. 

I’m encouraging everyone in 
Welshpool to take part in the 
consultation by completing the 
questionnaire and returning 
it. You should also attend the 
drop-in sessions being held in 
the Town Hall when any nagging 
issues can be addressed by the 
people in the know. 

Every possible option has 
been explored - except return¬ 
ing to the old system which of 
course is a complete non-start¬ 
er. Not everyone will be happy, 
but the plans have been tossed 
and turned around by Welsh 
Government, North & Mid Wales 
Road Agents, all three Welsh¬ 
pool County Councillors and of 
course Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil, which instigated the discus¬ 
sions. The safety of our residents 
is paramount and the need to 
improve traffic flow obvious but 
many of the issues could well be 
down to bad driving and incon¬ 
siderate pedestrians too. 

You only have to drive through 
town to see motorists going too 
quickly, switching lanes without 
a thought for other road users 
or parking wherever they want. 
And then there’s the town’s 
unique pedestrians who think 
it’s OK to simply walk across the 
road without even looking to see 
what’s coming - bizarre. 

The message going out is that 
this is the option being proposed 
and it will go ahead in the current 
financial year unless a majority 
of Welshpool residents register 
their disapproval in the consulta¬ 
tion document dropping through 
letter boxes this week.

MP speaks on crunch 
Brexit decisions in future 



North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has strong views on Brexit

for a chat with North 
Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson 


AS Parliament gears up for its 
new beginnings, however you 
look at it, and whatever your 
politics might be, this next sit¬ 
ting is set to be one of the most 
important in our lifetime. The 
word ‘Brexit’ must be a clue. 

And a principal member in this 
great national debate is long time 
Eurosceptic and a senior local Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament here in Shrop¬ 
shire, Owen Paterson. 

Owen’s year began with a serious acci¬ 
dent, when he broke critical bones in his 
neck and back. 

Ask him now about his progress and he 
says he is improving which has to be true 
judging by his hectic political life in his 
constituency as well as on the national 
stage. 

This particular politician has far too 
much to think about to dwell on his 
health. But his horse riding accident was 
actually far more serious than he had 
perhaps sometimes let you think. 

Though once he was on the mend, 
Owen said: “Apparently I was very lucky 
not to have suffered more serious injury. 
But I was so relieved to be to be in this 
incredible world class unit at the ortho¬ 
paedic hospital in Gobowen. The staff 
are exceptionally professional, exceed¬ 
ingly caring and have a huge amount of 
expertise.” 

Ironically, back in 2011 Owen and 
equally intrepid wife Rose - chairman of 


Aintree race course among other things 
- raised a massive £60,000 for the very 
unit in which he then found himself 
by taking part in the world’s toughest 
horse race, the Mongol Derby. As well 
as another £60,000 for the Royal Irish 
Regiment Benevolent Fund. 

He says: “It was 14 hours a day of 
hard riding for nine days on 25 differ¬ 
ent and often difficult horses. Some 
riders broke ribs, shoulders and other 
bones and we always said how lucky 
we were to complete the Mongol Derby 
with no injuries.” 

An irony indeed. But this year, he has 
experienced first hand all that the fan¬ 
tastic orthopaedic hospital has meant. 
Happily, Owen is now very much head¬ 
ing in the right direction. Now, as a new 
Parliamentary year has dawned MPs 


face the prospect of yet more hours with 
the now inflammatory words Brexit 
and Chequers illuminating so many 
debates, meetings and parliamentary 
sessions. 

Owen says: “When I was at Oswestry 
Show this year, I couldn’t walk 10 yards 
without somebody coming up and say¬ 
ing they were furious about the Cheq¬ 
uers issue. They only calmed down 
when they realised that I was even 
more furious than they were! It is the 
People against the Establishment.” 

So just where does Owen Paterson 
stand on this vexed issue of Brexit, 
Chequers, another election, Leavers, 
Remainers, No Deal and so on? 

He says: “The Chequers Agreement 
is a complete botch. It cannot deliver 
the clear Conservative manifesto pledge 


to leave the Single Market, the Customs 
Union and the jurisdiction of the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Justice in anything but 
name. It would do extraordinary damage 
to public trust in democracy by failing to 
implement the largest vote that has ever 
been recorded in our history. 

“The agreement would oblige the 
UK and the EU to adopt a ‘common 
rulebook’ for trade in goods. All trade 
deals require some kind of agreement 
on standards, but this is different. The 
so-called ‘common’ rules are, in fact, 
the EU’s rules and cover all the laws 
concerning goods in the Single Market. 
So “common”, apparently, means the 
UK having to obey all EU laws over a 
wide area, whilst having lost the ability 
to vote on those laws in the Council of 
Ministers and the European Parliament. 

“Compare that to the misnamed ‘no 
deal’ option: World Trade Organisation 
terms. 

“As a full member of the WTO in our 
own right, we would have the power 
to vote on global regulations as well as 
to initiate new standards and propose 
amendments to existing ones alongside 
our allies. We would begin to use the 
vast amounts of money which we send 
to the EU on our own priorities, with¬ 
drawing our offer of a £39 billion “di¬ 
vorce bill”. Recognising that 90 per cent 
of economic growth over the next decade 
will be outside the EU, we would negoti¬ 
ate free trade deals with many countries 
around the world who seek freer trade 
with the UK. We would set our own reg¬ 
ulatory framework, tailored to the needs 
of 100 per cent of our economy, not just 
the 12 per cent involved in exports to the 
EU. We could pass our own, democrati- 
cally-accountable laws to meet our own 
priorities and our own requirements. 
Any deal that the Prime Minister brings 
forward has to be better than that, or I 
will vote against it.”

Last week, I joined local 
members of the Guide Dogs 
Association in Oswestry to gain 
an insight into the day-to-day 
difficulties which blind and par¬ 
tially-sighted people face when 
navigating a busy town centre. 
I was blindfolded, and walked 
around the Bailey Head assisted 
by a guide dog, Natalie. 

There are, however, a number 
of prominent problems which 
guide dog users face. The as¬ 
sociation told me that they are 
receiving increasing reports 
that taxi and private-hire ve¬ 
hicle drivers in Shropshire are 
refusing to take passengers if 
they are accompanied by guide 
dogs. Some users have reported 
similar problems when trying to 
board buses, causing inconven¬ 
ience, distress and limiting the 
travel opportunities of blind and 
partially-sighted people. 

This is a real concern and is, in 
fact, already against the law. The 
Equality Act 2010 puts drivers 
under a duty to carry passengers 
who require a guide dog, but 
there is a clear disparity between 
what the law says and the train¬ 
ing which drivers are receiving. 
Raising awareness of the current 
law will be a key part of tackling 
this problem. Another issue - 
which I experienced first-hand 
on my walk - is that of pavement 
parking. 

Ninety per cent of blind and 
partially-sighted people report 
frequent difficulties with parked 
cars and only five per cent of 
drivers are confident that they 
know how the current law works. 
This lack of understanding is, 
perhaps, not surprising; the cur¬ 
rent law is somewhat ambigu¬ 
ous. Rule 244 of the Highway 
Code states that “You must not 
park partially or wholly on the 
pavement in London, and should 
not do so elsewhere unless signs 
permit it. Parking on the pave¬ 
ment can obstruct and seriously 
inconvenience pedestrians, peo¬ 
ple in wheelchairs or with visual 
impairments and people with 
prams or pushchairs.” 

The discrepancy between 
“must not” in London and 
“should not” elsewhere has led 
to confusion, yet drivers have 
received fines for pavement 
parking outside London, demon¬ 
strating that they are not, in fact, 
exempt from punishment. 

To resolve this issue, the 
Department for Transport an¬ 
nounced earlier this year that it 
would consider an unambiguous 
nationwide ban on pavement 
parking. It is currently gathering 
evidence, and I shall take a close 
interest in the conclusions when 
they are released later this year.

North Shropshire MP 
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DO I HAVE THE SAME ENTITLEMENT TO 
STEP-FATHER’S ESTATE AS MY HALF-SIBLINGS? 

Q: My mum and step-dad married when I was two. Although he didn’t adopt me he’s the only dad I’ve ever known and he’s treated me exactly like my half siblings 
born to him and mum. 

We all enjoy a good family relationship and mum and dad have said they expect us to split everything they have equally between us when they’re gone. The problem 
is they haven’t made Wills (they think they’re too young!) and I’m worried that the law would not recognise me equally with my half brother and sister if mum dies first. 
A: If your step-father had officially adopted you when you were a child you would have been equally recognised with your step siblings under the Rules of Intestacy 
which exist for cases where the deceased dies intestate, i.e. without making a Will. 

The rules set out relatives of the deceased who can inherit in order of priority. Heading the list is the deceased’s spouse or civil partner, followed by the deceased’s 
children. So even if your step-father had Parental Responsibility for you from aged two and raised you the same way as his biological children, in the eyes of the 
law you would not inherit from him if he did not leave a Will and your mother died first. 

Under the Inheritance Act certain people, including biological children, adopted children and persons treated as a child of those deceased after 1st October 2014, 
are entitled to make a claim on the deceased’s estate for financial provisions. A “child of the family” faces the additional difficulty of proving eligibility by showing 
that the deceased was married to their parent and assumed the role of a parent to them. 

So the only sure way around the potential problem you face would be for your step-father to make a Will now and name you as a beneficiary.

The other concern of course, is the likely 
leakage of pesticides etc into the adjacent 
river, where it also kills off natural inhabit¬ 
ants not only there, but downstream. 

Perhaps a call to the Environment 
Agency with location information may be 
timely John?

MP calls for rethink 
over boundary move

GLYN Davies, Conservative MP 
for Montgomeryshire, has called 
for proposals to reduce the num¬ 
ber of Parliamentary constituen¬ 
cies to be reconsidered by the 
UK Government. 

Mr Davies said: “The Government 
has finally published proposals to re¬ 
duce the number of Parliamentary 
constituencies from 650 to 600 in time 
for the next General Election. 

“These proposals reduce the number 
of Wales MPs from the current 40 to 29, 
and carves up Montgomeryshire into small 
bits added on to neighbouring constituen¬ 
cies - destroying centuries of history and 
fundamentally undermining democracy in 
Central Wales. I continue to do all I can 
to cause delay and a rethink of these dam¬ 
aging proposals. I accept there must be a 
review of boundaries. Populations move 
around, and it’s been too long since the last 
review of constituency boundaries. It’s the 
cut from 650 MPs to 600 MPs which does 
the damage. I also fundamentally disagree 
with the restrictions imposed on Boundary 
Commissions in framing the new bounda¬ 
ries. The current Act limits the size of con¬ 
stituencies within a five per cent tolerance 
of the average (71,000 to 78,000) - allow¬ 
ing little discretion to make allowance for 
history, geography and cultural difference. 
The Act is a ‘camel’ built by bureaucrats 
with little knowledge of what’s practical. 

“The argument that cutting the num¬ 
ber of MPs ‘cuts the cost of politics’ is a 
good PR line, but utter nonsense, when 
the membership of the House of Lords is 
around 800.” 


Vital butterfly work is continuing

WORK by the Montgomery¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust to save the 
Pearl-bordered Fritillary butter¬ 
fly is continuing. 

The trust has been working to 
save the butterfly and bosses say 
they are delighted that Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) has 
been able to offer funding to the 
ongoing project. The Precious 
Pearls project is now underway 
and will run until December 
2019. The butterfly is now found 
on just 11 sites in the whole of 
Wales, eight of which are in 
Montgomeryshire. 

The funding allow the trust 
to undertake more habitat im¬ 
provements, continue the long¬ 
term monitoring for the species 
and search for new sites, as well 
as involving local communities, 
schools and volunteers in work 
to save the butterfly. 

Linda Ashton, for Natural 
Resources Wales, said: “Wild¬ 
life is an important part of our 
environment, our heritage and 
our culture in Wales and it’s 
vital to support projects like 
this through our grant aid pro¬ 
gramme. This funding will help 
the Montgomeryshire Wildlife 
Trust continue their impor¬ 
tant work to protect the rare 
Pearl-bordered Fritillary but¬ 
terfly so we can see it thrive in 
years to come.” 


Historic 
parkland 
could have 
work done 

MAJOR work could be needed to en¬ 
sure the stability of an embankment 
in historic parkland. 

Brogyntyn Park in Oswestry, once 
part of the estate of Lord Harlech, is 
now managed by the town council, 
gifted to the community by the Har¬ 
lech family. 

The council commissioned a report 
from a structural engineer after fears 
that a tree stump that has slipped into 
the stream that runs through the six 
acres of parkland may be affecting the 
bank. 

Arren Roberts, assistant town 
clerk, said: “Visitors to Brogyntyn will 
have noticed a large tree stump lodged 
in the stream. This is the remains of 
a fallen tree which was cut off at the 
base. 

“The stump has slowly slipped 
down the embankment and is now 
lodged in the stream, this not only 
affects the stability of the bank but 
could also, potentially, cause a block¬ 
age.” 

He said the advice of an engineer 
was that, to ensure the future stabil¬ 
ity of the embankment it would be 
advisable to have the stump removed, 
although it was appreciated that the 
stump is a large one. 

In a report to last night’s (Wednes¬ 
day) town council meeting, Mr Rob¬ 
erts says: “The town council will need 
to use an external company to com¬ 
plete the work. One the stump has 
been removed the extent of damage 
to the embankment will be evident. 
The risk this causes and any neces¬ 
sary mitigating action will also need 
to be identified.” 

Trees within the parkland will also 
be included as part of a comprehen¬ 
sive survey that will be carried out by 
the council.

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Call to drivers 
on guide dogs

Under the Equality Act 2010, li¬ 
censed drivers of taxis and private 
hire vehicles are under a duty to carry 
passengers who require a guide dog. 

However Andrew Farrell, of Guide 
Dogs, said a number of cases have 
been reported across the region of taxi 
drivers refusing to take fares because 
they have a guide dog. 

Contact has been made with Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford & Wrekin Council 
in a bid to educate the drivers about 
the matter. 

Mr Farrell believes it isn’t always 
the drivers’ fault as they haven’t been 
given the proper training. 

He said: “We have seen it becoming 
an increasing problem across the area, 
with people with a dog being refused. 

“Under law they should be able to 
get in a taxi with their dogs, but some 
refuse and this needs to change. 

“It isn’t the drivers’ fault, they need 
to be educated on the matter.” 

Control room is 
closed In changes 

EMERGENCY calls to the police will 
no longer be dealt with in Shropshire 
after the county’s only control room 
closed. 

The closure means 999 calls from 
the county will now be dealt with at 
a control room in Hindlip, Worcester. 

West Mercia Police announced plans 
to close the control room at Battlefield 
in Shrewsbury earlier this year, and 
it is understood the final calls were 
taken at the end of last month. 

Staff were asked whether they 
wanted to move, with three taking up 
the positions in Worcester and 12 oth¬ 
ers choosing to take redundancy at the 
end of March.

Progress on 
detentions 

THE number of people detained in 
Wales under the Mental Health Act 
has fallen but more progress needs to 
be made according to the Welsh Lib 
Dem leader Jane Dodds. 

The total number of people de¬ 
tained fell from 1,825 people in the 
12 months to March 2017 to 1,746 
in the 12 months to March 2018. De¬ 
tentions by North Wales and South 
Wales police forces increased whilst 
Dyfed-Powys and Gwent forces de¬ 
tained fewer people. Jane Dodds said: 
“The Welsh Liberal Democrats have a 
proud record of fighting for parity of 
esteem between mental and physical 
health. We will not give up this fight 
until no-one in Wales needs to be de¬ 
tained due to their mental illness.” 

Public toilets 
are now open 

PUBLIC toilets have been fully re¬ 
opened thanks to a town council. 

Powys County Council decided to 
stop providing toilet facilities in sev¬ 
eral towns and villages asking coun¬ 
cils to take over responsibility. 

For several months Llanfyllin only 
had its disabled toilet open. Now the 
toilets have been fully open with all 
the facilities available. Mayor Simon 
Baynes said: “We now have the la¬ 
dies, gents and the disabled toilet 
open. They have been re-painted and 
are checked every day by Jay Bailey 
and kept clean and tidy. Jay has also 
cleaned up the weeds and rubbish in 
the external area. We have an honesty 
box on the wall outside and we are ap¬ 
pealing to those who ‘spend a penny’ 
to put some money into the box.” 


MP signs up to battle 
to halt UK fur imports

GLYN Davies, Conservative MP 
for Montgomeryshire, is joining a 
campaign calling for fur imports 
to the UK to be banned. 

A group of Conservative MPs have 
written to Secretary of State for En¬ 
vironment, Food & Rural Affairs Mi¬ 
chael Gove, calling on the UK Govern¬ 
ment to continue to take the lead on 
animal welfare by committing to ban 
fur imports into the UK. 

Mr Davies has expressed his support for 
the campaign, and has added his name as a 
signatory to the joint letter. 

The UK banned fur farming in 2003, 
but currently still imports fur from other 
countries. Recent reports by animal wel¬ 
fare organisations have uncovered horrific 
conditions on fur farms in every country 
examined. 

Mr Davies explained: “I want our Gov¬ 
ernment to be proactive in improving an¬ 
imal welfare, and was very pleased that 
we banned the third party sales of puppies 
and kittens, and have recently carried out 
progressive work in the tightening of Ivory 
Trade laws. 

“However, the UK still imports fur from 
abroad, and recent reports and videos by 
animal welfare organisations have shown 
the full extent of the horrific conditions at 
overseas fur farms. 

“I do not want the ability to export these 
mistreated animals to the UK, giving en¬ 
couragement to this horrific trade.”

Sian George, force spokeswoman, 
said: “He was stopped due to the 
manner of driving and rightly so as 
he failed a drugs wipe. 

“He was extremely nervous and 
subject to stop-search including his 
vehicle. 

“Drugs were found within so he was 
arrested and has since been released 
under investigation.” 

It comes just days after officers in 
the area announced a series of arrests 
in rural towns across Powys. 

The arrests in Newtown, Mont¬ 
gomery, Llandrindod Wells and other 
towns led to charges of conspiracy to 
supply Class A drugs, and saw a num¬ 
ber of people remanded in custody. 

The arrests and subsequent charges 
mark a significant stage of Opera¬ 
tion Regent, the title given to a long 
and complex investigation targeting 
County Lines groups that are effec¬ 
tively drug suppliers who travel to 
Powys from elsewhere in the UK and 
set up business with local drug dealers 
to sell heroin and crack cocaine. 

Powys Chief Inspector Matt Scrase, 
who is leading the operation, said the 
activity had little impact on some 
communities but police will continue 
to crackdown. 

He said: “Thankfully, this activity 
has been having very little impact on 
the majority of the local communi¬ 
ties who are unaware of the problem. 
Those who have been affected are 
being updated on activity as warrants 
are carried out.” 


Heritage Open Days get 
grant from town council

OSWESTRY’S Heritage Open 
Days has been given a £5,000 
grant from the town council. 

The town is running dozens of talks 
and open days, extending what is usu¬ 
ally a weekend into more than a week 
and two weekends of events that be¬ 
gan last weekend. 

When applying for the funding Mark Hi- 
gnett from Oswestry Town Museum said 
the appeal for help was to plug a gap caused 
by late notification of an unsuccessful fund¬ 
ing application. 

He told councillors he feared that attrac¬ 
tions such as the planned bus tours had to 
be cancelled at the 11th hour. 

The cost of the project is £15,000 and it 
was agreed to give a £5,000 grant. 

Established in 1994, Heritage Open Days 
has grown into England’s largest heritage 
festival. 

Heritage Open Days is England’s larg¬ 
est festival of history and culture, bringing 
together over 2,500 organisations, 5,000 
events and 40,000 volunteers. 

Every year in September, places across 
the country throw open their doors to cel¬ 
ebrate their heritage, community and his¬ 
tory.

Mercy Medal honour for caring Frances for 
her counselling work at children’s hospice 


MORE than £7.5 million has been spent on 
consultants’ fees in the last seven years by 
a local authority, figures show. 

Powys County Council has spent more 
than a £lm a year on average since 2012 
on such fees. 

The full total is £7,627,076, with al¬ 
most £1.5m being spent in the whole of 
2015/2016. 

During that time, the council spent more 
than £2m on consultants’ fees for high¬ 
ways, transport and recycling, according 
to figures obtained through a Freedom of 
Information Act request. Elsewhere in the 
region, Shropshire Council spent almost 
£6m over the last three years. 

It has risen since 2015, and in the last 
year jumped from £1.533m in 2016/2017, 
to £2.969m in 2017/2018. 

The council was unable to provide any 
figures for the previous two years. 

Telford & Wrekin Council FOI team 
was contacted for their figures, but none 
was sent. A spokesman for Powys County 
Council said spend on consultants was 
justified to provide expertise on issues the 
authority did not possess within its own 
ranks. He added: “Powys County Council 
uses external consultants for one off, ad 
hoc pieces of work where particular ex¬ 
pertise or experience is required that the 
council does not have in-house.” 

Hundreds of 
workers rely 
on benefits 

MORE than 1,300 workers across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales are claiming Univer¬ 
sal Credit as their wages are not enough 
to live on. 

Charities say that the “shocking” num¬ 
ber of in-work applicants is due to low 
wages and housing costs. 

Most of these were in the Shropshire 
Council area, where figures from the De¬ 
partment of Work and Pensions showed 
that there were 855 working people claim¬ 
ing the benefit during May this year, ac¬ 
counting for 38 per cent of claimants. 

In Telford & Wrekin there were 361 em¬ 
ployed claimants, more than a third of the 
total number, while in Powys the figure 
was 167, representing 41 per cent of those 
in receipt of the benefit. 

Overall, there were a total of 3,333 peo¬ 
ple claiming the benefit across the county, 
and 412 in Powys. 

The majority of these, 2,280, were in the 
Shropshire Council area, an increase of 25 
per cent compared to the previous month, 
while the number in Telford & Wrekin fell 
by 49 to 1,053. The number in Powys was 
down by four compared to the previous 
month. 

Universal Credit is a new benefit, which 
is gradually being expanded across the 
country by the Government, which might 
explain the sharp increase in the number 
of claimants in Shropshire. 

The benefit replaces income support, job¬ 
seeker’s allowance, employment and sup¬ 
port allowance, housing benefit, child tax 
credits, and working tax credits, merging 
them into one payment. 

Pritie Billimoria, from Turn2us, a char¬ 
ity which helps people who are struggling 
financially, said it was shocking that such 
a high number of workers earned so little 
they were forced to rely on benefits. 

History group to 
meet up again

A NORTH Shropshire woman who spent eight 
years counselling bereaved families at Hope 
House Children’s Hospice has been awarded 
the distinguished Order of Mercy Medal at a 
special ceremony in London’s Mansion House. 

Just 25 medals have been presented by The 
League of Mercy this year to volunteers across 
the country who have assisted in the relief of 
sickness and suffering. 

Frances Ford of Baschurch first began volun¬ 
teering at Hope House when the partner in her 
private practice in Oswestry, Val Humphreys, 
was appointed the hospice’s first bereavement 
counsellor. 

Frances began with a day a week, which 
quickly grew to four days a week and lasted for 
eight and a half years. At the start, Hope House

had yet to open its hospice in Conwy called Ty 
Gobaith, or its Sunstone Counselling Centre at 
Oswestry so Frances and Val were constantly 
on the road visiting families in their homes 
from Anglesey to Llandrindod Wells and from 
Chester to Ludlow. 

“I counselled parents, grandparents, aunts 
and uncles, because the whole family is affected 
when a child is ill,” says Frances. 

“The lovely thing about Hope House is that 
the counselling is available for as long as it is 
needed and as long as families find it useful.” 

Often Frances’s first meeting with bereaved 
families would be when their child was in the 


hospice’s Snowflake Suite - a temperature con¬ 
trolled room where families can spend time 
with their child after they have died and say 
goodbye in their own time and in their own 
way. 

She said: “I would go to their child’s funeral 
with them and just be there to talk to. That is 
what counselling is all about, not taking over. 
It is going on a journey with them, not taking 
them on a journey. 

“They decide where the journey is going to 
and you are supporting them and listening to 
them and knowing when to leave them. That 
is important, that and them knowing that they 
can always come back to you at any point in 
the future. It’s a privilege to deal with people 
at what is the lowest ebb in life.” 


It was Frances’s colleagues at Hope House 
who nominated her for the League of Mercy 
medal. Jane Trevor, now head of community 
services, was the next counsellor to join the 
team and remembers how Frances mentored 
her in the beginning. Jane was delighted to ac¬ 
company Frances and her husband to the pres¬ 
entation ceremony at The Mansion House in 
London, where the proceedings were overseen 
by the Right Honourable the Lord Lingfield, 
President of The League of Mercy. 

“It was very grand with trumpets and high 
tea, and all the London Guilds represented,” 
says Frances. 

“I was astonished. I simply wanted to help 
people in crisis and it was a pleasure to be able 
to do it. I was never interested in medals.”

Councillors 
to decide on 
shooting plan 

PROPOSALS for a commercial shooting 
facility in a Mid Wales village have been 
called in and will be decided by councillors. 

Powys County Council has confirmed the 
application by the Rural Building Studio 
to change the use of land at Cwm Dwygo, 
at Llangynog, near Llanrhaeadr has been 
called in by local member Bryn Davies. 

An online petition has been set up 
against the plans and has gathered more 
than 1,200 signatures. 

Last month the Bishop of St Asaph, the 
Right Rev Gregory Cameron, voiced his 
concerns about the application due to its 
close location to St Melangell’s Church.

The land used to be part of a large game 
shooting enterprise, which closed after the 
estate was sold last year. The applicants 
said in documents submitted with their ap¬ 
plication that they would be using the ex¬ 
isting shooting set-up already there. They 
said: “Noise levels generated are within 
permissible levels, even at the closest prop¬ 
erty and are calculated at 41db (decibels) in 
the area of St Melangell’s Church, which is 
considered very low.” 

Vineyard looks 
for picking help 

KERRY Vale Vineyard, on the Powys/ 
Shropshire border near Churchstoke, is 
looking for volunteers to help it pick what 
owners Geoff and June Ferguson say will 
be a bumper crop.

A HEALTH watchdog has taken “urgent en¬ 
forcement action” against the trust running 
Shropshire’s two main hospitals. 

The Care Quality Commission says it must 
“ensure that people always get the care and 
treatment they have every right to expect”. 

It follows an inspection at Telford’s Princess 
Royal Hospital and Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
which raised safety concerns. 

The notice gives the CQC the ability to 
suspend the registration of Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospitals NHS Trust or impose restric¬ 
tions on it. 

SaTH’s chief executive Simon Wright said 
inspectors had raised concerns about A&E and 
the issue of “boarding”, where patients are held 
in temporary beds that are not on wards. 
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A FORMER vicar convicted of sexu¬ 
ally abusing a boy in India has been 
ordered to return to the country. 

In April, Jonathan Robinson, who 
served in Herefordshire and formerly 
lived in Montgomery near Welshpool, was 
found guilty of repeatedly sexually abus¬ 
ing a 15-year-old boy in his care. 

Robinson was a former director of the Child 
Care Institution and the Grail Trust, an NGO 
working with children on an outreach pro¬ 
gramme in Chinnamalpuram in the Tirunelveli 
District of India. 

On April 13, Vallioor Judicial Magistrate 
Court, sentenced Robinson to three years in 
prison and fined him Rs 10,500, after he was 
found guilty of sexual abuse charges. 

He subsequently left the country, and in 
July the Tirunelveli Principal District Sessions 
Court ordered him to return to the country 
within two months. 

Elapsed 

The two months has now elapsed. In a court 
hearing in July, Robinson’s counsel had filed 
a petition to suspend the sentences, which the 
prosecution’s counsel strongly opposed. 

Robinson’s solicitor argued that the trial 
court had already suspended the sentence and 
that he was now staying at Somerset, and un¬ 
dergoing treatment for an ailment. 

His defence said Robinson had been advised 
by the doctor not to travel to India because he 
was suffering from depression, hypertension 
and diabetics. 

Principal Sessions Judge K Rajasekar re¬ 
jected the request and said that the reason for 
not returning to India was not valid. 

The order said: “This petition is allowed, and 
the substantive sentences of imprisonment im¬ 
posed on the accused alone is suspended until 
the disposal of the appeal on condition that this 
accused shall execute a bond for Rs 25 thou¬ 
sand with two sureties for the like sum each 
to the satisfaction of the Judicial Magistrate, 
Valliyoor. 

“The petitioner shall return to India to com¬ 
ply with the above condition within a period of 
two months from the date of this order.” The 
decision meant Robinson’s sentence was sus¬ 
pended until the outcome of any attempt to 
appeal his conviction. It is not clear what ac¬ 
tion will be taken by the court after Robinson’s 
failure to comply with the order to return to 
the country.

Fire crews do 
tree-mendous 
rescue jobs 

FIRE crews are still needed to help strand¬ 
ed cats from trees in Shropshire, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

Between April 2017 and March 2018, 
firefighters in Shropshire were called out 
49 times to rescue animals. 

The brigade will always leave the dogs or 
cats if they are called to emergencies. 

The RSPCA, which liaises with the fire 
service about helping animals, said: “We’re 
grateful to firefighters for their support in 
completing rescues up and down the coun¬ 
try. 

“Collaborative working is so important 
in protecting animal welfare, and some¬ 
times we simply cannot rescue animals 
from tricky situations - such as from 
heights or if specialist equipment is needed 
- without the help of fire crews. 

“The RSPCA can request the help of the 
fire and rescue service but it is entirely up 
to them whether or not to attend. 

“Some crews use animal rescues for 
training but emergencies involving people 
will always take priority. 

“In some cases crews attend to minimise 
the risk of members of the public attempt¬ 
ing to carry out rescues themselves and 
potentially putting themselves in danger.” 

As well as rescuing animals, the fire ser¬ 
vice is also occasionally needed to rescue 
people who’ve got stuck. Shropshire’s fire¬ 
fighters were called four times to do this 
over the 12-month period. 

The most common reasons are normally 
removing stuck wedding rings. 

Campaign to 
find magistrates 

JUDGES have claimed that the legal sys¬ 
tem is struggling to recruit new magis¬ 
trates due to a loss of local courts. 

In total 20 magistrates courts have closed 
across Wales since 2010, including Brecon 
in Powys, which is only one of three across 
the county. Newtown Magistrates Court 
closed in recent years, with just Welsh¬ 
pool and Llandrindod Wells now serving 
the whole of the region. The Ministry of 
Justice has pledged to invest £1 billion in 
the justice system and magistrate numbers 
are being reviewed. Currently figures show 
that there are around 1,000 magistrates 
covering 14 lower courts in Wales. 

Judge Mererid Edwards said fewer 
courts means more travelling for both of¬ 
fenders and justice volunteers 

Judge Edwards said she hoped people 
would consider making the effort to travel 
to volunteer in the justice system. She said: 
“Some people don’t think twice about trav¬ 
elling from the north to the south. I would 
hope people would be ready to travel.” A 
recent recruitment campaign has been held 
to encourage more volunteers to come for¬ 
ward to sit as magistrates. 


MORE than 3,200 sick days have been lost over 
the past three years through West Mercia Po¬ 
lice officers sustaining lower leg injuries, new 
figures show. 

More than 200 police officers suffered inju¬ 
ries or fractures to their ankles, feet, knees and 
legs between April 2015 and March this year, 
both on and off duty. 

It comes as it emerged officers in Bridgnorth 
have been injured twice in two weeks while 
making arrests. 

A top police boss has commended the cour¬ 
age, bravery and dedication of officers and staff. 

Figures from West Mercia Police show 64 
police officers sustained injuries to their lower 
limbs in 2017/18, accounting for almost 1,000 
sick days lost.

A MAJOR crackdown on speed¬ 
ing has been launched by police in 
Shropshire. 

It comes after it was revealed 29 peo¬ 
ple have died in the county in collisions 
where speed was a factor since 2015. 

West Mercia Police have now joined a Euro¬ 
pean speed enforcement campaign in an effort 
to reduce the number of deaths on the region’s 
roads. 

Over the past three years in Shropshire 29 
people have been killed and 323 seriously in¬ 
jured in collisions where speeding was recorded 
as a contributory factor. 

The force is teaming up with Tispol - the 
European Traffic Police Network - to improve 
road safety and law enforcement. 

Local policing teams, special constables and 
community speed watch volunteers will be out 
and about in communities taking part in a mix¬ 
ture of enforcement and educational initiatives. 

Activities 

Shropshire’s roads policing inspector, Adrian 
Davis, said: ‘’Supporting this Europe-wide cam¬ 
paign with local activities is an important way 
of raising the issue and highlighting the dan¬ 
gers of speeding. 

“There are many local residents across our 
region whose quality of life is affected by people 
speeding through their community, and fami¬ 
lies across the county that unfortunately know 
far too well the devastating consequences that 
speeding and collisions can lead to. 

“We’d like to take the opportunity to remind 
people of the consequences of speeding. 

“Apart from the obvious consequences if you 
are involved in a collision, if prosecuted for 
speeding, the minimum penalty is a £100 fine 
and three penalty points. 

“You could be disqualified from driving if you 
build up 12 or more penalty points within a pe¬ 
riod of three years.” 

The project aims to encourage motorists to 
think about their speed and remind drivers to 
always travel within the speed limit. It is esti¬ 
mated that across Europe speeding contributes 
to as many as a third of all collisions that result 
in fatality and is the most important contrib¬ 
utory factor to road deaths. Road users across 
Shropshire are asked to report incidents using 
footage from dashcams or other devices. 

As part of Operation Snap, members of the 
public can also submit digital footage showing 
potential traffic offences. 


TREES and plants in Shropshire are helping 
the NHS to save millions of pounds by remov¬ 
ing air pollution. 

A study for the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) revealed that in 2015 the NHS avoided 
£6.1 million in health costs thanks to air qual¬ 
ity improvements by natural vegetation - or 
£19.72 for every resident. 

Nationally, the ONS estimates there were 
7,100 fewer lung and heart-related hospital ad¬ 
missions, 27,000 fewer life years lost and 1,900 
fewer premature deaths thanks to the service

A TOURIST attraction has pledged to produce 
a traffic plan for dealing with the major events 
it has on during the year. 

The British Ironwork Centre on the A5 south 
of Oswestry is applying for retrospective plan¬ 
ning permission for the visitor side of its busi¬ 
ness. 

In reply to the submission of transport sur¬ 
vey date for the number of vehicles entering 
and leaving the centre over a period of work¬ 
ing days, the Highways Agency has said it still 
needs more information. 


A letter to Philip Mullineux from Shropshire 
Council’s development management team from 
Robert Jaffier from Highways England, said: 
“The applicant has offered no supporting com¬ 
mentary to place the data in its full context. 

“It has not specified whether, during this pe¬ 
riod one of the scheduled events listed on the 
applicant’s website was carried out. 

“Therefore, our previously implemented 
condition, requiring the development and im¬ 
plementation of an event traffic management 
plan remains live, to ensure the continued safe 


operation of the A5 trunk road.” Chairman of 
the centre, Clive Knowles, said: “The Highways 
Agency called for a traffic management plan for 
major events in its recent, and very positive, re¬ 
port following the submission or our planning 
application.” 

“We have pledged to provide that plan and 
are currently working with our highways 
agents to draw that up to present to the coun¬ 
cil.” 

Mr Jaffier said that other required condi¬ 
tions, including the submission of a parking 


management strategy and the commencement 
of modifications to the site access onto the A5 
within 12 months, remained relevant to the 
proposed development. 

Mr Knowles said the centre was committed 
to carrying out the conditions imposed by the 
Highways Agency. 

“They are completely do-able and we are con¬ 
fident that we will be able to complete them 
within the 12 months,” he said. “The measures 
can only benefit our staff and our visitors and 
there is real enthusiasm now to get on with it.” 


Schools could 
merge in town 
education plan 

A TOWN’S primary and secondary schools 
could be merged to bring all-through edu¬ 
cation. 

Local councillors welcomed the move 
saying it would secure the future of dual 
stream, bilingual education for Llanfyllin. 

If proposals go ahead the new school for 
four to 18-year-olds could be open in two 
years. Powys Council Council’s cabinet is 
being asked to approve formal consulta¬ 
tion on proposals to amalgamate Llanfyllin 
Secondary School and Llanfyllin County 
Primary School. It would operate as an all- 
through four to 18 school on the existing 
school sites within the town centre. 

Pupil numbers at both schools are fore¬ 
cast to fall in the coming years with a com¬ 
bined total projected to fall from 844 in 
January next year to 702 by January 2023. 

Llanfyllin Councillor Peter Lewis said: 
“This is fantastic. It is very exciting times 
for school provision in Llanfyllin. 

“This proposal would secure the future 
of the fantastic, dual-stream, bilingual edu¬ 
cation that we have in north Powys.” 

Powys cabinet member for learning and 
Welsh, Councillor Myfanwy Alexander, in 
a report to the cabinet, said the county 
council had received a letter from the two 
school’s governing body supporting pro¬ 
posals for an amalgamation of the schools 
from September 2020. 

The move would give Powys only its sec¬ 
ond, all-through school. If the recommen¬ 
dation for formal consultation is approved, 
it is anticipated that consultation will start 
in October. 

Poll finds 
support for 
People’s Vote 

MORE than half of people surveyed in 
Oswestry believe there should be a Peo¬ 
ple’s Vote on the final Brexit deal. 

The Oswestry and North Shropshire 
branch of the European Movement were 
out in the town over the August bank holi¬ 
day, using a ‘Brexitometer’, to get people’s 
views. 

A number of questions were asked to 
around 70 people, with 64 per cent agree¬ 
ing that there should be a people’s vote on 
the final deal. 

A total of 67 per cent of people disagreed 
Brexit would be good for the economy, and 
66 per cent disagreed Brexit would improve 
the UK’s standing in the world. Of the peo¬ 
ple surveyed, around 94 per cent disagreed 
that the UK Government is doing a good 
job in negotiating Brexit. Steve Boyd, from 
the branch, said: “Recent polling by pro¬ 
fessional pollsters across the UK has also 
indicated a majority in favour of a vote on 
the final Brexit deal - a people’s vote. 

“There was also a Shropshire Star poll 
online poll which showed 60 per cent sup¬ 
port for another referendum.” 

CCTV installed 
in police pledge 

WORK to invest in CCTV cameras across 
Dyfed-Powys is continuing with 23 camer¬ 
as installed in the area. 

The work has been carried out as part 
of the Police and Crime Commissioner 
Dafydd Llywelyn’s reinvestment in the 
CCTV provision across the Dyfed-Powys 
Police force area. 

Carmarthen and Brecon are the second 
and third out of 17 identified towns to ben¬ 
efit from the upgraded CCTV systems, with 
cameras already installed in Builth Wells. 

The work is going to move on to New¬ 
town and Welshpool later in the project. 

A modern CCTV Monitoring Room will 
be introduced in the Force Communica¬ 
tion Centre at Police Headquarters, Llan- 
gunnor, where cameras will be monitored 
centrally by dedicated staff. 

Mr Llywelyn said: “I am delighted that 
two more towns have benefitted from my 
pledge to reinvest in a modern CCTV in¬ 
frastructure. CCTV cameras have been 
successfully installed in Carmarthen and 
the necessary work has been completed in 
Brecon allowing us to formally take over 
the management of the town’s CCTV cam¬ 
eras.

School bucks STEM trend 



Students at Moreton Hall are bucking the national studying trend 


AN all girls school has been bucking the 
trend when it comes to studying STEM 
projects. 

STEM - science, technology, engineering 
and mathematics - are subjects that are 
hardly studied by girls across the UK. 

Only three per cent study physics at A 
level, with nine per cent studying chemis¬ 
try and 1.6 per cent studying further math¬ 
ematics. 

However Moreton Hall Girls School near 
Oswestry has been different to the national 
average. 

In 2018, 69 per cent of the girls took at 
least 1 STEM A Level, 39 per cent took two 
or more and 20 per cent took three or more. 

Students at the school, including Geor¬ 
gina Lang, secured four A*s enabling her to 
take up a place at Oxford to read computer 


science and philosophy. Principal Jonathan 
Forster said: “Moreton has never rested on 
its laurels and continues to innovate and 
develop to ensure that we can inspire the 
next generation of students and prepare 
them for the wider world. 

“However, Moreton is not an exam fac¬ 
tory and it is important to note that some 
of our most successful students have made 
an enormous contribution to the wider life 
of school and the community.” 

Jasmine Singh, who gained 3 A*s fulfils 
a lifetime’s ambition to study medicine 
at King’s College, London. She said: “My 
teachers encouraged me whenever I felt like 
I couldn’t do it. London has such a multi¬ 
cultural society and it will give me unpar¬ 
alleled clinical exposure and confidence to 
deal with complex diseases.” 


Fresh call for 
a rethink on 
courts set-up 


MOUNTING pressure must lead to a 
rethink over “universally unpopular” 
remand court changes, according to a 
solicitor. 

Stephen Scully, a solicitor with Lanyon 
Bowdler, called for the Ministry of Justice to 
listen to the growing calls for remand hear¬ 
ings to be switched back to Shropshire. 

He said: “All of these people have come out, I 
see other professional court users on a daily basis, 
magistrates, the police, probation, and although 
they have not been allowed to comment on it, the 
feeling seems unanimous to me that everyone 
would support a return to Shropshire.” 

The comments come after both Telford & Wrekin 
Council and Shropshire Council called on the Lord 
Chancellor to reverse the switch to Kidderminster 
Magistrates Court. 

Their voices were added to those of the region’s 
police and crime commissioner, John Campion, and 
Herefordshire Council in pressing for an end to the 
centralised remand hearings. 

Mr Scully added: “We think that would not only 
save time and money, it is also quite staggering 
that a county the size of Shropshire does not have 
its own remand court.” 

The system, which sees all of West Mercia’s re¬ 
mand hearing held at Kidderminster Magistrates

Court, has been criticised for a number of reasons. 

A number of solicitors have been heavily criti¬ 
cal of the changes, arguing they have tied up po¬ 
lice resources and led to defendants travelling long 
distances for hearings, which can be finished in a 
matter of minutes. 

Other concerns have also been raised over the 
difficulties posed for defendants in getting home 
after the hearings. 

A letter from Councillor Richard Overton, the 
deputy leader of Telford & Wrekin Council, to the 
Department of Justice said the system is not pro¬ 
viding local justice. 

He said: “This is not a just system and it is lead¬ 
ing to problems for victims, witnesses, defendants, 
solicitors and police officers. 

“I strongly urge the Lord Chancellor to recon¬ 
sider the arrangements that have been put in place 
as it is patently ridiculous that there is no over¬ 
night remand court in a county the size of Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“It has led to defendants being held in cells 
longer than necessary and also led to some people 
having logistically complex journeys home follow¬ 
ing their court appearance, which will only add to 
their stress.” 


Staff say 'hospital patients 
are being treated like cattle' 


STAFF at the trust running 
Shropshire’s two main hospitals 
told inspectors that patients 
were being treated like “animals 
and cattle” in “unsafe, demean¬ 
ing, undignified, and disgusting” 
conditions, it has been claimed. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust (SaTH), which 
runs Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital as well as Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, was recently vis¬ 
ited by inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC). 

They raised concerns around 
A&E and “boarding” on wards. 

According to the Health Ser¬ 
vice Journal, a leaked letter from 
the regulator sent to the trust 
chief executive Simon Wright 
has now revealed the extent of 
the concerns. 

It reportedly said patients were 


being treated in “inappropriate 
areas” that were “not designed 
for accommodating them”. 

This is known as “boarding” 
and can involve patients being 
treated in corridors or squeezed 
into extra spaces on wards. 

The letter purportedly said: 
“Staff across all areas and grades 
raised concerns with us about 
this practice and told us they felt 
it was unsafe, demeaning, undig¬ 
nified, and disgusting. 

“Two staff members told us 
they felt patients who were 
boarded were treated like ‘ani¬ 
mals’ and ‘cattle’.” 

According to the report, the 
CQC said it was considering 
using its section 31 powers which 
would give it the ability to ulti¬ 
mately suspend a trust’s regis¬ 
tration or impose restrictions on 


it. Chief executive of the trust, 
Mr Wright said: “The trust has 
received a letter from the CQC 
and we accept their findings. 

“An action plan is in place to 
address the concerns they have 
highlighted and we are working 
closely with the inspection team 
to resolve these matters.” 

A statement from the CQC 
said: “During our on site assess¬ 
ment we identified a number of 
safety concerns. 

“As a result we discussed these 
concerns with the executive team 
and requested they took immedi¬ 
ate action. 

“We have written to the trust’s 
chief executive to advise that we 
are considering urgent enforce¬ 
ment action and to ask for evi¬ 
dence of the steps the trust has 
taken.” 


Children missing out on NHS dental checks 


MORE than 30,000 children in Shropshire have not seen an 
NHS dentist in the last year, according to newly released fig¬ 
ures. 

The British Dental Association has accused the Government 
of an unwillingness to engage with hard-to-reach families, say¬ 
ing it could save money through earlier intervention. 

Data from the NHS shows that just 60 per cent of children 
in the Shropshire Council area saw an NHS dentist in the 12 
months to June 2018, though this is slightly more than the 59 
per cent average across England. 

It means 23,733 children in the area have not been for their 
check-up over the period, despite NHS guidelines saying they 


should be seen every 12 months. NHS dental care for children 
is free. 

In the Telford & Wrekin Council area 69 per cent of chil¬ 
dren saw an NHS dentist in the 12 months to June 2018, which 
means that 12,358 children in the area have not been for their 
check-up. 

The BDA has called on authorities in England to follow the 
example of the devolved Scottish and Welsh governments, 
which have set up programmes reaching out to children in 
schools. The BDA’s chair of general dental practice, Henrik 
Overgaard-Nielsen, said that current outreach programmes 
were more likely to target people who already visit their dentist. 


He said: “Sadly, the government has shown no interest in 
getting hard-to-reach families to attend, when prevention could 
save our NHS millions. 

“In Scotland and Wales dedicated national programmes are 
reaching out in nurseries and primary schools, yet in England 
the authorities have offered a few posters to pop up in dental 
practices.” 

A Department of Health and Social Care spokesman said: 
“We want every single child and adult to have access to NHS 
care, whatever their background or location - last year a record 
6.9 million children were seen by a dentist with numbers rising 
every year.” 
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18 Coffee shop’s 
scheme to help 
homelessness 


Funding boost of £300,000 will help bring 
about improvements to picturesque lake 


A CAFE has successfully adopted a scheme 
that allows customers to give contribu¬ 
tions and drinks to homeless people. 

Liar Liar, on Bailey Street in Oswestry, 
has been running the Pay It Forward 
scheme to help homeless people around the 
town for the last six months. 

It allows customers to donate their 
change which can be made available to 
homeless people who go into the cafe. 

Customers can also donate their free 
drink from a loyalty card, and homeless 
people from the area can go into the cafe 
and get themselves something to eat or 
drink. 

Tom Jones, who runs the cafe, said he de¬ 
cided to adopt the scheme after seeing that 
there was a homeless issue in Oswestry. 

He said: “We began to see that there 
was a problem with homeless people in the 
town around six months ago. 

“When we first opened we didn’t realise 
there was an issue, so then we opened up 
this scheme and people began to put their 
change in. 

“We do a loyalty card so the free coffee 
people get was being donated. Then home¬ 
less people can come in and get a free cof¬ 
fee, or something to eat and we have had 
some others bringing other people in. It 
has been nice that people have been so 
generous and helped others in the town.” 

Fewer claim 
relief on their 
council tax 

FEWER people are claiming reduced coun¬ 
cil tax in Shropshire this year compared 
with 2017, according to figures. 

Between April and June, in Telford & 
Wrekin, 14,908 people were receiving some 
form of council tax relief, according to Min¬ 
istry of Housing, Communities and Local 
Government. 

However, over the same period in 2018, 
that number had fallen by two per cent to 
14,567. In Shropshire Council’s area, the 
figure was even more dramatic. 

In the same period, 17,568 people were 
receiving some form of council tax relief. 

But between April and June 2018, that 
number had dropped to 16,767 - a five per 
cent decrease. Across England there were 
three per cent fewer claimants overall. 

People can be eligible to pay reduced 
council tax if they are on a low income, 
claim benefits or a pensioner. The amount 
can vary from a five per cent discount, to 
only paying five per cent of the total bill. 

The Government sets the rate at which 
pensioners pay council tax, however indi¬ 
vidual local authorities decide on working 
claimants. 

In Telford & Wrekin the number of pen¬ 
sioners claiming council tax relief dropped 
by 243 last year, and the number of work¬ 
ing age claimants reduced by 98. 

In Shropshire the number fell by 530 last 
year, and the number of working age claim¬ 
ants reduced by 271. 

In 2013, the Government stopped fully 
funding council tax relief. 

Apprenticeship 
take-up shortfall 

MORE needs to be done by Shropshire 
Council to increase the number of appren¬ 
tices it takes on, new figures have revealed. 

Less than a quarter of apprenticeship 
applications have been taken up by staff 
at Shropshire Council under a new govern¬ 
ment levy. 

New figures revealed that since the ap¬ 
prentice levy was introduced in April 2017, 
of the 83 applications received up to the 
end of June 2018, only 19 roles came to 
fruition - just shy of 23 per cent. 

The figures for school apprenticeships 
saw 19 roles - or 41 per cent - taken up 
from 46 applications. The apprenticeship 
levy was introduced with the aim of the in¬ 
creasing numbers of apprentices in employ¬ 
ment in the public sector to 2.3 per cent by 
2020. A report by Karen Bradshaw, direc¬ 
tor of children’s services, explained there 
were several reasons for the low rate. 

Reasons given include apprenticeships 
not yet starting, others not approved for 
delivery, changes to the apprenticeship 
framework and an inability to secure a pro¬ 
vider and providers not approving cohorts 
and drawing funds. 


PLANS to develop and improve facilities at 
Lake Vyrnwy have been given a £300,000 boost.

WATER companies Severn Trent 
and United Utilities have pledged 
to slash bills for millions and tack¬ 
le leaks as part of fresh business 
plans. 

Severn Trent, which covers the Mid¬ 
lands and Wales, said it will introduce a 
real-terms bill reduction of five per cent, 
the largest price cut in two decades. 

The water giant said it will use “innovation 
and commercial pipelines” to deliver a 13 per 
cent efficiency in spending, with total expend¬ 
iture of £6.6 billion planned over the five-year 
period. 

In addition, Severn Trent is proposing a new 
“community dividend” of one per cent of profits 
each year, to support communities in the re¬ 
gion. 

Severn Trent has more than eight million 
customers across central England and Wales, 
including in Shropshire, Stafford, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Birmingham. 

Services 

It also provides sewerage services to about 
1.3 million people in areas of Staffordshire and 
the Black Country who get their water from 
Walsall-based rival South Staffs Water. 

Among the other pledges in the Severn Trent 
plan is a promise to help nearly 50 per cent 
more customers who are struggling to pay their 
bills, an eight per cent cut in sewer flooding and 
a 15 per cent cut in leaks. 

Improvements will also be carried out on up 
to 1,300 miles of rivers across the region. 

Other initiatives highlighted in the plans 
include commitments over responses to low 
pressure complaints and the creation of a £10m 
Technical Academy for the region. 

The water regulator will assess the water 
company’s business plans and publish its find¬ 
ings in January. Ofwat senior director John 
Russell said: “We’ve reached a key milestone 
in our price review process. From now until 
January 2019, we’ll pore over each and every 
business plan and we’ll be looking for evidence 
that they are robust, ambitious and, crucially, 
that they have been shaped by customers.” 

Meanwhile, United Utilities said it would cut 
average bills by 10.5 per cent in real terms be¬ 
tween 2020 and 2025, amounting to a reduction 
of £45 per customer. 

The company will aim to deliver a 15 per cent 
reduction in leaks by 2025, according to its five- 
year business plan released to regulator Ofwat.

Joy of text spells a decrease in teenage pregnancies 


PREGNANCY rates among under 18s in 
Shropshire have more than halved since re¬ 
cords began - because teenagers are too busy 
chatting online. 

Experts said relationships through social 
media are replacing physical relationships. 

In 1998, when the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics first started compiling conception data by 
local authority, the pregnancy rate for young 
women aged between 15 and 17 in Telford & 
Wrekin was 64 per 1,000. In the 12 months up 
to June 2017, the period covered by the latest 


statistics, that figure more than halved to 19 
per 1,000. 

There was a similar fall in Shropshire, down 
from 34 per 1,000 to 15 per 1,000. 

Numerous local authorities saw under 18 
pregnancy rates reach record lows. Across Eng¬ 
land the rate dropped to 18 per 1,000 girls, also 
a record low. 

Experts say the dramatic fall has happened 
because teenagers who in the past would meet 
up are instead talking online. 

Katherine O’Brien, of the British Pregnancy 


Advisory Service, said cultural changes among 
young people, which also include drinking less, 
had caused under 18 pregnancy rates to plum¬ 
met. 

She said: “Under 18 conception rates in Tel¬ 
ford have been falling dramatically, particu¬ 
larly over the last decade, and they currently 
stand at record lows. 

“Improvements in contraception and better 
sex education undoubtedly play a role, however 
we believe some societal shifts are also impor¬ 
tant factors. 


“This is a generation who focus on their aca¬ 
demic work much more, they are less likely to 
go out binge drinking and get involved in activ¬ 
ities which can lead to sex. 

“They are spending more and more time so¬ 
cialising online, and less time in person with 
their partners.” 

In total, 60 young women under 18 became 
pregnant in Telford & Wrekin in the 12 months 
to June 2017. 

In the Shropshire Council area, 79 fell preg¬ 
nant.

Volunteers’ key role at canal 


VOLUNTEERS are to play a vital role in 
maintaining Aston Locks Nature Reserve 
on the Montgomery Canal near Oswestry 
thanks to a new partnership between the 
Canal & River Trust charity and Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s Wild Teams. 

The trust, which cares for the Mont¬ 
gomery and 2,000 miles of waterways, is 
currently working on a major £4 million 
project to restore a section of the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal on the Shropshire/Welsh border. 
This involves the creation of two new large 
pools next to the Aston Lock flight, as well 
as enhancement of an existing series of 
ponds and habitats close to the first lock - 
collectively forming the Aston Locks nature 
reserve complex. 

Volunteers from the Shropshire Wild 
Team will be making regular visits to the 
existing pond to cut back overgrown veg¬ 
etation, clear paths and monitor the rare 
aquatic plants and animals which are being 
encouraged to create a new home at the re¬ 
serve, away from the canal. 

The Wild Team, supported by public 
health funding, provides outdoor volunteer¬ 
ing opportunities for people across Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Simon Brown, Wild Team development 
officer, said: “This is a fantastic project 
which benefits both volunteers and the 
local environment. Volunteers are normally 
referred to us because they have issues with 


mental health, social isolation, long term 
unemployment or learning disabilities. 
Many of them are inactive and this project 
may be one of the few times they venture 
out of the house each week. 

“Our aim is to do genuine, useful work 
and improve green spaces around the 
county, while giving the volunteers a pur¬ 
pose and boosting their self-confidence. We 
can often find some people may be nervous 
or even quite withdrawn when they first 
join, but within a couple of weeks we see 
they are talking and laughing along with 
everyone else in the team. Many people re¬ 
ally seem to turn a corner and begin to re¬ 
alise their self-potential. We have even had 
a number of our volunteers go back into 
work. This project to support the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal restoration is a great opportunity 
to make a real difference. We’re delighted 
to be working with the Canal & River Trust 
to maintain the nature reserve.” 

Craig O’Brien, volunteer leader with the 
Canal & River Trust, added: “We are very 
grateful to Simon and the Wild Team for 
their enthusiastic support and valuable 
contribution. We hope the volunteers will 
find inspiration in this beautiful place and 
gain useful skills for the future.” 

The main restoration project is being 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
and Shropshire Wildlife Trust’s Freshwater 
First ERDF Programme. 


Eisteddfod

THE Llangollen International Musical

Discuss oversharing online with 
children, police advise families 


A POLICE force is urging par¬ 
ents to talk to their teenage chil¬ 
dren about staying safe online. 

Dyfed-Powys Police is urging 
families to have conversations 
about the dangers of “overshar¬ 
ing” - sharing too much infor¬ 
mation about, or photographs of, 
themselves - and what they can 
do if someone asks for or sends 
explicit photographs. 

Detective Superintendent 
Huw Davies said: “Teenagers 
share private photos without 
understanding that they might 
be used against them, or shared 
with others. 

“Sadly, we have seen cases 
where a young person has been 
hurt because they didn’t know 
where to turn for help. 

“We are here to help and we 
will treat all victims with humil¬ 


ity, sensitivity and confidential¬ 
ity.” 

Lessons about online safety 
are delivered by schools com¬ 
munity police officers across the 
Dyfed-Powys area, as part of the 
national SchoolBeat programme. 

The force’s aim is to make 
sure young people have plenty 
of trusted adults to discuss their 
concerns with. 

DS Davies added: “Criminals 
target and befriend their vic¬ 
tims, and once they have private 
or explicit images or video, they 
attempt to blackmail the victims 
into sending money or more pho¬ 
tos. 

“This is known as ‘sextortion’. 

“These criminals rely on peo¬ 
ple feeling isolated. 

“We are asking parents, car¬ 
ers, guardians and all trusted 


adults to have a conversation 
with teenagers so they can turn 
to you if they are worried about 
anything they see or do online. 

“We don’t want anyone to feel 
they are the only person this has 
happened to - that is far from the 
truth and we are here to help. 

“It might be difficult, but 
please try to find a way to talk to 
them about the dangers of social 
media.” 

DS Davies added: “Please urge 
them to stop and think if they re¬ 
ceive a friend request from some¬ 
one they don’t know - it might 
not be the person they say they 
are.”

Alcoholics 'missing out in key treatment 1 


PEOPLE with an alcohol dependency in Shropshire are missing 
out on treatment programmes, according to figures released by 
Public Health England. 

Only one in every five people with alcohol dependency is at¬ 
tending any treatment programme in the Shropshire Council 
area. In Telford & Wrekin, only a quarter of people with a drink 
problem are in treatment. 

Mental health and alcohol charities have called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to increase funding for these services and make the 
process to apply for support easier. 

According to Public Health England only 21 per cent of alco¬ 
hol-dependent residents in Shropshire went for any therapy in 


2016-17 - although that compares to 19 per cent on average in 
England. This proportion was better two years earlier when 31 
per cent received psychological treatment. 

In Telford & Wrekin, the figures show that 26 per cent of 
alcohol-dependent residents went for any therapy in 2016-17. 
Two years previously the figure stood at 28 per cent. 

Public Health England estimates that Shropshire had 2,883 
people suffering from alcoholism and in Telford & Wrekin 1,949 
people were alcohol dependent based on a national survey of 
7,500 adults across England. 

The survey revealed that nationally men were more likely 
than women to drink at hazardous levels. 


Men and women claiming benefits were more likely to be 
harmful or mildly dependent drinkers than those who were not. 

Julie Breslin, the alcohol specialist for the mental health 
charity Addaction, put this low proportion of drinkers receiving 
assistance down to public budget cuts, among other factors. 

She said: “Cuts in local authority funding, up to half in some 
cases, means services are expected to see more people with 
fewer resources. 

“Dependent alcohol use will often present with other com¬ 
plex issues including socio-economic problems, cognitive im¬ 
pairment, depression and health issues. It’s crucial that service 
design makes sure treatment is as accessible as possible.” 


Pensions cash 25 
invested in 
fracking firms 

MORE than £55 million of council work¬ 
ers’ pensions in Shropshire are invested 
in fracking companies, campaigners have 
claimed. 

Figures released by a consortium of or¬ 
ganisations suggest that 3.2 per cent of the 
total cash in the £1.7 billion Shropshire 
pension fund is invested in companies in¬ 
volved in fossil fuels. 

The data was obtained by green cam¬ 
paign groups 350.org, Platform and 
Friends of the Earth. 

Fracking is the process of drilling down 
into the earth before a high-pressure water 
mixture is directed at the rock to release 
the gas inside. 

Water, sand and chemicals are injected 
into the rock at high pressure which allows 
the gas to flow out to the head of the well. 

But it has led to environmental concerns 
and campaigners have called for it to be 
banned. 

The data ranks council-run pension 
funds by their investments in compa¬ 
nies involved in fracking. The data shows 
Shropshire’s pension fund invests £55.08m 
in companies that rely on fracking - 3.2 per 
cent of the pot. 

The West Midlands pension fund invests 
more than £250m in fracking companies 
-1.8 per cent of the pot, according to the 
figures. 

Warning issued 
on dangers of 
live electricity 

AN energy provider has been increasing 
awareness among farmers and those in the 
agricultural community of the dangers of 
working near live electricity and overhead 
power lines. 

As the owner and maintainer of the elec¬ 
tricity supply in Mid Wales, SP Energy 
Networks wants to ensure farmers and ag¬ 
ricultural workers know how to stay safe 
when working near live electricity. 

A team from SP Energy Networks were 
at Llanfair Caereinion Show near Welsh¬ 
pool to provide information and answer 
questions around staying safe when work¬ 
ing near overhead lines or underground 
cables and what to do in the event of fallen 
cables. 

Stephen Stewart, director at SP Energy 
Networks, said: “It’s really important 
that farmers and agricultural workers are 
aware of the dangers around electricity 
and how to keep safe when working near 
it. Electrical incidents on farms can in¬ 
clude anything from operating machinery 
or equipment too close to power lines, to 
live cables falling on the ground. 

“At SP Energy Networks, we are com¬ 
mitted to supporting people in the Mid 
Wales community. In the event of a power 
line falling on your land, we would advise 
taking extreme caution.” 

Self-build homes 
may be on rise 

SELF-BUILD homes may soon be on the 
rise under new plans being investigated by 
Shropshire Council. 

The authority may soon include the 
need to provide self-build homes on devel¬ 
opments of 10 or more properties where 
interest has been identified. 

It comes as part of an initiative to in¬ 
crease the number of affordable homes 
across the county after its site allocations 
and managements of developments plan 
led to building more larger detached homes 
and not those that met local needs. 

A report to councillors on reveals future 
options - including utilising the authority’s 
own land - are being investigated following 
the positive interest in 48 self-build plots 
on six hectares of land at London Road in 
Shrewsbury. 

Planning policy officer Adrian Cooper 
said: “As the number of people registering 
on our self-build register increases, there 
will be increasing demand on the local au¬ 
thority to provide serviced plots or facili¬ 
tate the provision of plots on open market 
sites. 

“We agreed the best way to provide more 
serviced plots is by utilising land in our 
ownership and we should have considera¬ 
tion of the need identified on the register 
when disposing of any of our assets.”

Imagined 
chat with 
boy soldier 
now a novel

SILENCE 


ON a pilgrimage to the battlefield where 
his great uncle died 100 years ago, John 
Fitzpatrick got into a long chat with the 
17-year-old boy soldier who had unhes¬ 
itatingly answered the nation’s call to 
arms. 

It was a story Private Ben Leeman had not 
been able to tell for a century. 

“Does anyone remember us?” he asked John. John - 
known as Fitz - was able to reassure him on that point. 

Fitz’s pilgrimage earlier this year was real, and now 
that imagined chat, used as a literary device, has been 
turned into a historical novel telling the story of the 
young soldier’s life and experiences, called A Century 
of Silence, and available through Amazon. 

“It is written in an original way, which sets it apart 
from any other book of its kind,” he said. 

Fitz has retraced Ben’s footsteps, and as a former 
serviceman who served in the hotspots of Northern 
Ireland, Iraq, and Afghanistan, he was able to draw on 
a special insight into the feelings the teenager would 
have experienced in battle. 

Ben, from Grimsby, lied about his age to join up at 
the age of 15, serving in the 15th (Bantam) Battalion, 
Notts and Derby 
Regiment, The 
Sherwood Foresters. 

He was killed in 
action during the 
opening days of 
the great German 
spring offensive of 
1918. 

But in 2013 Ben 
Leeman was just a 
name to Fitz, who 
runs Cosford Dog 
Training and lives 
at County Lane, 

Codsall Wood. 

“I knew my Mam 
had an Uncle Ben, 
who her dad - my 
granddad - spoke 
about very rarely 
as he was invaria¬ 
bly overcome with 
grief whenever he 
talked about his 
younger brother and 
his bitterness about 
how his own mother 

never fully recovered from Ben’s death,” he said. 

Nor did he know much about the Great War, but 
everything was to change in 2014 when he and his fa¬ 
ther went on a 70th anniversary trip to Normandy 

At the end of their visit his mother asked if he “fan¬ 
cied taking a trip up to the north of France” to find her 
Uncle Ben’s name on a memorial wall of a cemetery. 

A leisurely detour to Pozieres on the Somme took 
them around 10 hours, but was to have a profound ef¬ 
fect on Fitz, and was to be the first of many visits to 
the area. 

Their “chat,” as described in the book, was during a 
visit to the memorial to mark the centenary of Ben’s 
death, which was on March 24, 1918, at a place called 
Curlu Wood. 

Ben was both a young veteran and a war hero, hav¬ 
ing fought on the Somme and in Flanders, and being 
awarded the Military Medal during the fighting at 
Houthulst Forest in October 1917. 

Fitz is a former RAF Police Warrant Officer, who was 
head of the RAF Special Investigations Branch major 
crime team and then the senior instructor at the Joint 
Service Dog School before retiring in 2013. 

“The book was compiled using family records, public 
and military records, particularly the battalion diary 
of the 15th Battalion and the war diary of the 35th 
Division, and information supplied by amateur histo¬ 
rians, who are real experts on just about everything to 
do with the Great War. The Regimental Museum of 
the Mercian Regiment was also very helpful,” said Fitz. 

“Being a former SIB investigator I never rely on doc¬ 
umentary evidence alone. I have visited all the loca¬ 
tions where Ben served and whenever possible walked 
exactly the same route taken as described in the war 
diary 

“I have a fairly accurate idea of how long it takes to 
tab from Maricourt to Curlu Wood, at 8.30am on March 
24, because I did it myself 100 years after the event. I 
don’t do things by halves. 

“Some of the feelings experienced in battle, attrib¬ 
uted to Ben, are personal. Service in Northern Ireland, 
a long time before any thought was given to a peace 
process, a tour in Iraq, and three tours in Afghanistan 
gave me a bit of insight.”

Where are the rest 
of rare war pictures? 


ME with a twisted machinegun. Me 
at the site of a crashed German 
bomber on Clee Hill. Me looking in 
the cockpit of a Messerschmitt 109 
fighter in a Bridgnorth car park... 

They didn’t call them selfies back in 
those wartime days, but one Shropshire 
schoolboy was amassing a remarkable 
collection of snaps featuring himself cen¬ 
tre stage with some of the weaponry of 
the Nazi war machine which had fetched 
up in the county. 

And now, thanks to Shrewsbury aviation 
historian Michael Davies, we can publish 
some of those fascinating pictures for perhaps 
the first time ever, shedding light on the dark 
and dramatic days of 1940 and 1941 during 
which Shropshire found itself feeling the im¬ 
pact of the raging Blitz. 

“They are amazing pictures,” said Michael. 
“I think they were taken by a local doctor, and 
they are extraordinary, really. Back then they 
did not have film and weren’t allowed to take 
pictures, particularly of crashed German aer¬ 
oplanes. 

“If he was a doctor it would make sense, as 
he had the money and the fuel to run a car, be¬ 
cause that was impossible in those days, and 
he had access to anywhere he wanted to go, 
and took his child with him. In one photo the 
child is holding a bent machinegun” 

Identity 

Unfortunately the identity of the photogra¬ 
pher and the little boy in his school cap who 
features in almost all the photos is not known, 
but as some of the pictures can be pinpointed 
to Bridgnorth and Clee Hill, it seems likely 
they were from that area. 

And whoever it was was able to get to the 
sites in the first place, and had the author¬ 
ity, standing, or plain nerve to take pictures 
openly and without apparent fear of challenge 
by the military. 

There are some tantalising clues to help 
identify them. In one of the snaps, taken at a 
family dinner on Christmas Day in 1944, one 
of the group is wearing a dog collar, so perhaps 
the lad’s granddad was a local vicar. 

Another dated December 31, 1944, is cap¬ 
tioned in the album “Cousin Frank, R.A.A.F. 
of Australia.” Michael has a note that this 
cousin from the Royal Australian Air Force 
was Frank Moran. 

A number of the pictures show the wreckage 
of a crashed German Junkers Ju88 bomber on 
the Clee Hill. One photo is captioned “Hit the 
tree” and another, “Then the Clee” - a de¬ 
scription of how the German crew met death 
and disaster. 

From the evidence of the images, security 
was hardly tight, with various civilians in¬ 
cluding youngsters, and even a dog, milling 
around. This must have been the crash of a 
Ju88 on a bombing raid on Birmingham near 
the Wicket on Brown Clee Hill on April 1, 
1941, while flying in low cloud, killing all four 
crew. According to Pancake & Prangs, a book 
about Shropshire’s military air crashes by his¬ 
torian Tom Thorne, the aircraft cut a swathe 
through the trees and then exploded on im¬ 
pact. Other pictures were taken on November 
27, 1940, and can be pinpointed by a contem-

porary report in the Bridgnorth Journal to the 
car park of the Majestic cinema, Bridgnorth, 
when the Messerschmitt 109 fighter, and the 
tail fin of a Heinkel III bomber which had 
come down at Monkhopton only 11 days ear¬ 
lier, were put on display for a week to raise 
money for the Bridgnorth District Spitfire 
Fund. 

Over 4,000 people were estimated to have 
gone along, raising £122 12s. 3d for the fund. 
The amount included gate money, and people 
also paid to sit in the cockpit of the German 
fighter. 

On the Saturday, November 30, an RAF 
fighter pilot, a Flight Lieutenant Modley, ad¬ 
dressed a gathering in the car park and also 
described points about the Messerschmitt. 
The fighter, incidentally, will not have crashed 
in Shropshire - it did not have the combat ra¬ 
dius to reach the county. 

The newspaper reports do not describe how 
the German fighter was captured in the first 
place, but the photos show what may be bul¬ 
let holes, and some evidence that it had force- 
landed. Before being brought to Bridgnorth 
- it arrived on the evening of Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 25 - it had been on show in Hereford. 

Michael is now ruing the fact that when 
he was asked to copy the mystery family’s 
photo album by Major Geoffrey Parfitt, the 
man behind setting up Shropshire Regimen¬ 
tal Museum at Shrewsbury Castle, he did not 
ask more questions or make better notes - 
but then he could not have known, for tragic 
reasons, that he had not as much time as he 
thought. 

“I was doing some work for the museum 
for Major Parfitt. He said he had some old 
pictures he wanted copying, potentially for a 
booklet. 

“I saw these extraordinary photographs 
and thought I had to copy them for posterity. 
But then Major Parfitt became ill after that, 
the project was never finished, and he passed 
away. Obviously I didn’t expect that. 

“I was interested in the pictures of the air¬ 
craft, but there were lots more, a whole album 
of fascinating pictures taken in Shropshire 
during the war, showing people building air 
raid shelters, and family life -1 remember pic¬ 
tures of them going to bed with tin hats on. 
They were superb quality.” 

He thinks the photo album was donated to 
the regimental museum, and seems to recall 
that it was Major Parfitt who told him they 
came from a local doctor. 

Major Parfitt died in 1996, and his widow 
died quite recently. The big question is a sim¬ 
ple one - where are those historic pictures 
now? Sadly, for the moment at least, this rare 
photo album depicting Shropshire at war has 
to be classed as “missing.” 

Peter Duckers became curator of Shrop¬ 
shire Regimental Museum in 1996, not long 
after Michael copied the pictures, and has just 
returned this month as acting curator. He 
has ‘no memory’ of any such photographs in 
the musum’s collection. “I was there nearly 
20 years and got to know the collection back¬ 
wards. I don’t recall anything in the collection 
catalogue now that would fit the bill.” 



“Hit the tree...”- the extraordinary picture of a crashed German bomber 
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Organ donors save 38 people’s lives, figures reveal 


LAST year 38 people across Shropshire were 
saved thanks to an organ transplant. 

But NHS Blood and Transplant said if more 
people had agreed to donate, more lives would 
have been saved. 

Newly-released figures revealed that 14 peo¬ 
ple from the area had died while on the trans¬ 
plant list over the last five years. 

There were 13 people who received a trans¬ 
plant in Telford last year, with five or fewer 
people in the town dying on the waiting list. 

Anthony Clarkson, interim director of organ 


donation and transplantation for NHS Blood 
and Transplant, said: “It’s tragic that so many 
people from Shropshire have died waiting for 
a transplant - what is shocking is that many 
of those lives could have been saved, had more 
families agreed to donate organs. 

“People are dying every day because some 
families are not talking about donation. We 
need more families in Shropshire to say yes 
to organ donation, so that more lives can be 
saved.” 

Mr Clarkson said it was important fam¬ 


ily members knew of a person’s intentions to 
donate their organs. “We all know that organ 
donation legislation will change to a deemed 
consent system in England and Scotland in fu¬ 
ture years but the harsh fact is people are dying 
right now waiting for an organ and it will still 
be important for people to know your decision,” 
he said. 

“We don’t want people to die because of a 
fatal complacency that because you know you 
want to be an organ donor you presume your 
loved ones know it too. 


“Please, let your family know your decision 
and ask them if they want to be donors. Don’t 
leave your family guessing what you would 
have wanted to happen. 

“We know that many families feel enormous 
pride and comfort at knowing that their rela¬ 
tive went on to save lives through the gift of 
organ donation.” 

There are currently 6,000 people waiting for 
a lifesaving organ transplant across the UK. 

Nationally, around three people die a day in 
need of an organ.

BROADBAND improvements still need to 
be made to ensure big businesses stay in 
Shropshire, a business leader has warned. 

Richard Sheehan, chief executive of 
Shropshire Chamber of Commerce, said 
infrastructure, including high-speed broad¬ 
band, is crucial to ensure businesses are 
given the platform to grow. 

It comes as faster broadband has driven 
a £9 billion increase in turnover for busi¬ 
nesses in the UK, according to new figures. 
The boost has come from the Government 
rollout of superfast broadband, which the 
Department for Digital, Culture, Media and 
Sport (DCMS) confirmed has now reached 
almost five million homes and businesses. 

“As a county riddled with innovative 
companies they need high-speed broadband 
to be able to conduct their business,” Mr 
Sheehan said. 

“Particularly with most higher growth 
companies, if the infrastructure is not 
there to support them then they will look 
elsewhere to grow their business. It is im¬ 
portant to continue to focus on broadband 
infrastructure and continue to look for 
solutions to ensure that it is the best it pos¬ 
sibly can be for the business community. 

“Broadband has improved in many 
places. 


“You don’t see the dial-up modems any¬ 
more. I still think we are a long way behind 
the curve. 

“I know of businesses on the outskirts of 
Whitchurch which have faced great chal¬ 
lenges trying to grow their business. 

“We continue to attract inward invest¬ 
ment and our market towns have so much 
to offer. 

“But we must be able to provide decent 
level infrastructure including broadband, 
transport links and telephony. 

“We have the potential to deliver a work- 
life balance which will create employment 
and economic growth.” 

Digital minister Margot James said an 
independent assessment of the rollout 
showed the benefit to local businesses. 

She said: “Our rollout of superfast broad¬ 
band across the UK has been the most 
challenging infrastructure project in a gen¬ 
eration, but is one of our greatest successes. 

“We are reaching thousands more homes 
and businesses every week, that can now 
reap the clear and tangible benefits that su¬ 
perfast broadband provides. We are helping 
to ensure the downfall of the digital divide.” 
Ms James said the target was to ensure 
everyone in the UK has access to fast and 
affordable broadband by 2020. 


Rise in heart 
attacks on way, 
say experts 


A SURGE of people suffering from dia¬ 
betes across Shropshire will lead to a 
sharp rise in heart attacks and strokes, 
experts have warned. 

The British Heart Foundation says Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford & Wrekin are among those 
with a continuing increase in sufferers. 

Projections by Public Health England show that 
in 2015, 11,351 people in Telford & Wrekin were 
living with diabetes, 8.4 per cent of the population. 
In the Shropshire Council area, 23,513 people were 
living with the condition, 9.1 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation. 

These figures are expected to grow to 14,570 peo¬ 
ple in Telford & Wrekin, rising to 9.9 per cent, and 
30,590 people in Shropshire, rising to 10.7 per cent. 

The British Heart Foundation says lifestyle fac¬ 
tors, such as obesity and poor diet, are leading to 
increasing rates of type two diabetes, the most com¬ 
mon form of the condition that accounts for about 
90 per cent of diagnoses. 

The charity says being overweight is one of the 
biggest contributing factors in developing type two 
diabetes. 

The most recent figures for 2016/17 show that 
66 per cent of adults in Telford & Wrekin were 
overweight, and 70 per cent in Shropshire, both 
of which are significantly higher than the national

average. Studies revealed that the problem is also 
reaching children, with more than a third of Year 6 
pupils in Telford & Wrekin being overweight, and 
21 per cent obese. 

Nearly a third of Year 6 students in Shropshire 
are also overweight, with 17 per cent obese. 

Simon Gillespie, chief executive of the British 
Heart Foundation, said: “People with diabetes are 
at an increased risk of developing heart and circu¬ 
latory diseases and the expected surge in type two 
diabetes cases by 2035 could put thousands more 
people at risk of a deadly heart attack or stroke. We 
can only reverse this trend by taking bold action 
to tackle obesity and inactivity, especially among 
young people.” 

The charity worker says that while research is 
helping to improve survival rates for heart attacks 
and strokes, the anticipated rise in cases is wor¬ 
rying. 

“We must include consideration of further reg¬ 
ulatory action to reduce sugar and fat content in 
food, and to curb junk food advertising directly at 
young children,” he added. 

“The food industry is not acting quickly enough 
to re-formulate its products, despite mounting evi¬ 
dence of their impact on the nation’s health.” 


Many of us struggle to get 
walking, research reveals 


IT is a county that boasts some 
of the UK’s best walks - yet for 
many people in Shropshire even 
a gentle stroll can be a struggle. 

A report claims even a 10-min¬ 
ute walk a week is too much for 
a third of people in Shropshire. 

In the home of the Wrekin, 
Telford & Wrekin, four out of 
10 people do not manage to walk 
for 10 minutes consecutively a 
week. In the Shropshire Council 
area nearly a third of people fail 
to meet the mark. 

Figures from Sport England’s 
Active Live survey show that 
Telford & Wrekin has one of the 
lowest rates of weekly walking in 
the country. 

Public Health England encour¬ 
ages adults to walk for at least 10 
minutes a day, but 40 per cent of 
people in the area do not manage 


it in a week, nine per cent higher 
than the national average of 31 
per cent. 

Shropshire has a weekly 10 
minute walking rate of 30 per 
cent, in line with the national 
average. The annual Active Live 
survey, which ran from Novem¬ 
ber 2016 to November 2017, 
asked a random sample of 600 
adults over the age of 16 in Tel¬ 
ford & Wrekin, and 1,153 adults 
in Shropshire how active they 
had been in the past four weeks. 

Mike Brannan, Public Health 
England’s physical activity 
leader, said: “While we’re start¬ 
ing to see more people being ac¬ 
tive, getting the nation moving 
presents a significant challenge 
and won’t be solved overnight.” 

Dr Brannan said that being 
physically active reduces the risk 


of serious illnesses such as heart 
disease and type two diabetes. 

He added: “For most people, 
walking or cycling is the easiest 
way to be active - even a 10-min¬ 
ute walk every day can make a 
real difference to your health.” 

The survey showed that peo¬ 
ple in both areas of Shropshire 
were more likely to walk as a 
leisure activity than for travel. 
In Telford & Wrekin, 46 per 
cent of people said they took a 
recreational stroll at least once a 
week, along with 57 per cent in 
Shropshire. That compares with 
29 per cent from both areas using 
walking as a mode of transport. 
The highest rate of weekly walk¬ 
ing was found in Richmond and 
Wandsworth, where 83 per cent 
of respondents took a 10-minute 
walk at least once a week. 


Welsh Water plan would see 


WATER customers in Wales could be in for a £22 reduction 
on the average household bill if a company’s business plan for 
2020-2025 goes ahead. 

The cut is expected despite Welsh Water’s pledge to invest a 
record £2.3 billion over the five years. 

Welsh Water, the only not-for-profit water company in Eng¬ 
land and Wales, has put its plans forward to Ofwat, the water 
industry regulator, following a major consultation with its cus¬ 
tomers. 

It follows a similar pledge by Severn Trent, which covers 
Shropshire and the West Midlands. 

The investment plan prioritises balancing investment with 


keeping bills affordable, more support for its most vulnerable 
customers, and tackling some of the biggest challenges facing 
the company over the next three decades. 

It follows the publication of the Welsh Water 2050 Vision, 
which includes the consequences of climate change, population 
growth, ageing infrastructure, the growth of the digital econ¬ 
omy, and changing customer expectations. 

Welsh Water has followed Severn Trent in proposing that by 
2025 the average bill should be five per cent lower and to work 
to have more people than ever supported by its social tariffs. 

The company plans to replace older pipes in areas where there 
are more problems, providing better water for nearly one mil- 


bills decrease 

lion people. It also proposes to launch a lead pipe replacement 
scheme for 7,000 homes. 

Welsh Water will invest in maintenance and technology to 
combat blockages caused by wrongly-flushed materials, and re¬ 
duce the number of pollution incidents. 

It also plans to produce a third of its energy from green 
sources by 2025, and improve the water quality of around 250 
miles of rivers. 

It has pledged to reduce leakage by a further 15 per cent over 
2020-25 after halving it over the last 20 years, and it will in¬ 
vest more in its flagship “RainScape” project to reduce flooding 
through natural means. 


Care company 29 
launches new 
local service 

AN award-winning Shropshire company 
has launched a new major branch of care 
and is addressing a “desperate shortage” 
for local live-in services across the county. 

Responding to local need, where there 
is a shortage of this type of local care, the 
service sees a carer live with the customer. 

Live-in care services are usually out¬ 
sourced and run by national companies, 
but Bluebird Care Shropshire says it will 
be bringing years of local knowledge and 
experience to provide a service covering the 
county. 

Live In Care, which launched this 
month, is being headed up by Kirsty Hol¬ 
land, specialist care coordinator. 

Kirsty started as a part-time carer with 
the company seven years ago and pro¬ 
gressed to supervisor and care manager 
and, after recently returning from mater¬ 
nity leave, was promoted again. 

Her role will see her developing and 
growing this new service throughout 
Shropshire and continuing to develop the 
company’s local care services. 

“This service means we can be respon¬ 
sive to people’s needs and tailor our care to 
each individual with 100 per cent, 24-hour, 
local back-up,” said Kirsty. 

“Most agencies which provide this sort 
of care are not local and can be based hun¬ 
dreds of miles away, sending carers who 
aren’t from or know the local area at all.” 

Kirsty added: “Our service eliminates 
those issues, and because we are all based 
in the immediate local area, we can be 
more responsive.” 

Coach firm 
at centre of 
investigation 

A BUS firm which announced plans to 
close is being investigated for operating in 
Wales without a licence. 

Easybus has been running a number of 
routes in the county since last year but 
stopped from September 9. 

The routes included a bus from Shrews¬ 
bury to Manchester Airport. 

Now it has emerged that the company, 
which goes by the name Skiers Lodge Lim¬ 
ited and is based at Harlescott in Shrews¬ 
bury, could face action from the West 
Midlands Traffic Commissioner. 

The commissioner’s office has confirmed 
that it granted a short-notice application to 
stop the services but that it is still examin¬ 
ing two other matters. 

They include considering action over “re¬ 
ported timetable failures” and suggestions 
the firm was “operating from within Wales 
when no licence was held”. Andrew Martin, 
who set up the firm, declined to comment. 

He said the company had nothing to add 
to a statement announcing plans to stop 
the service, where he spoke of attempts to 
sabotage his firm. 

Radio drive to 
find more nurses 

THE trust that runs Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals has launched a regional 
radio campaign to promote nurse recruit¬ 
ment. 

For the past few years The Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust (SaTH), 
which runs Telford’s Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital and Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, has 
been developing its brand. 

It has been using a multitude of ways to 
inform people about the benefits of work¬ 
ing for the organisation. 

Last year SaTH launched a bus adver¬ 
tising campaign, and now the trust has 
launched a radio campaign on Free Radio 
stations across the Midlands. 

The campaign invites nurses to attend 
the trust’s one-stop shop recruitment 
events. 

The one-stop shops have been created to 
make it easier for nurses to join the hospi¬ 
tal trust. 

They bring all the necessary people into 
one place at the same time so nurses who 
attend can leave with a job offer the same 
day. 

All job offers are provisional and subject 
to employment checks.

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Modern classic joins the Triumph pack

Midlands-based Triumph is well-placed 
in the growing market for adventure and 
touring type machines. 

Its ambush or streak of Tigers (pick 
your preferred collective noun) is not one 
bike but comes in many different varieties 
which appeal to a range of customers. 
Similarly it has impressive entries in both the 
middleweight and full sports categories. 

But if there’s one area that Triumph has 
made its own, it’s the modern classic. It isn’t 
as much a contradiction in terms as it at first 
sounds - these are retro-styled machines 
packed with a raft of rider-friendly features and 
the latest technology. 

The latest to join the pack is the Bonneville 
Speedmaster - another but very different 
incarnation of a machine to bear one of the 
most iconic names in motorcycling over the 
past 60 years. 

It’s a logical development of the stripped 
down, minimalist Bobber which harks back 
to a style of bike from the 1930s and 40s, a 
genre born of enthusiasts’ desires to remove 
all excess weight to increase performance. 

Mechanically, and in terms of equipment, 
the 2018 Speedmaster is virtually identical to 
the Bobber (and indeed theT120 Bonneville) 
but for those who want more touring capability 
and cruiser styling. 

Hence the £11,650 machine comes with 
a pillion seat (unlike the Bobber), chromed 
luggage bars and feet forward pegs, gear and 
brake pedal. 

The power plant is Triumph’s now familiar 
1,200cc twin in the same state of tune as 
the Bobber: 77bhp and 106Nm of torque. 


That’s some 25 per cent more power and 
42 per cent more torque than the old, 865cc 
Speedmaster. 

The Speedmaster comes with a low 
(705mm) and generously proportioned, 
well-shaped seat. That’s good news for riders 
who are not too long in the leg, at a time when 
bikes seem to be getting ever taller (or I’m 
getting shorter). 

While the foot controls are set forward - not 
something I generally favour and I’m aware it 
doesn’t suit everyone - the riding position isn’t 
‘easy rider’ extreme and they’re well placed 
for that shapely seat. Wide handlebars help 
to make you feel even more secure and in 
control. 

Stable 

It means the short of ground clearance, 
which doesn’t encourage trackday cornering, 
but the low set mass of the engine - and 
therefore low centre of gravity - makes the 
Speedmaster highly stable. It also feels lighter 
than it appears, whether you’re tackling 
winding roads or simply walking it back out of 
a parking space. 

Cruising in traffic the big twin turns over 
relatively slowly (peak torque is a low, in 
bike terms, 4,000rpm) that you imagine you 
can hear each individual ignition stroke. But 
open the throttle a little more for some rapid 
acceleration such as a quick overtake and 
you’re instantly rewarded with a sonorous 
growl reminiscent of big British bikes of 
yesteryear, 

The almost lazy power of the engine makes 
riding the Speedmaster very relaxed, and its 
low-revving nature helps fuel economy too - 
more than 60mpg is a real possibility. 


The Speedmaster looks every inch the 
classic cruiser, right down to the typically 
Triumph two-tone tank and the twin chromed 
exhausts, which cunningly concealed a 
catalyst for reducing harmful emissions. 

Like all Bonnevilles it appears to have twin 
carbs but in fact they’re dummies, concealing 
the thoroughly modern fuel injection system 
controlled by a ‘fly by wire’ electronic throttle. 

As well as virtues such as easier starting, 
smoother running and better fuel economy, 


this has enabled Triumph to fit rider-friendly 
electronics such as rain and road riding 
modes, cruise control, ABS and switchable 
traction control. 

The big single headlight looks, from a 
distance, a classical feature but in fact it’s a 
modern LED unit. 

The brakes are upmarket, too, with twin 
Brembos at the front and the monoshock rear 
suspension is multi-adjustable - even though 
the swing cage makes it look like a ‘hard tail’ 


bike our fathers and grandfathers would have 
shaken themselves to bits on.

A THRILLING four run victory over 
Tamworth in the gathering gloom 
saw Oswestry’s cricketers sign off 
their last home game of the season 
in the Birmingham League division 
one in fine style. 

Victory, which completed an impressive dou¬ 
ble over their Staffordshire rivals, kept Oswestry 
fourth, and looking to finish on a high away at 
Leamington Spa on Saturday. 

Set 236 to win in 42 overs in a rain-affected 
game, the visitors went into the last two overs 
requiring 12 runs for victory with last wicket 
pair of Scott Daly and Dan Bowker at the crease. 

With the last over under league rules due to 
be bowled by 7.30pm, skipper Robbie Clarke 
reverted to his spin attack with youngster Sam 
Davies charged with the responsibility of bowl¬ 
ing the crucial penultimate over. 

Overseas professional Daly struck the second 
ball of his over high and long towards the deep 
mid wicket boundary. 

It was a towering shot which Roman Walker 
brilliantly held onto only for his right foot to go 
over the rope in completing the catch. After that 
six, two easy singles saw Tamworth reduce the 
deficit to just four runs with eight balls to go. In 
a game that had ebbed and flowed, the odds were 
now firmly in their favour. 

However, South African Daly, in seeking to 
retain the strike, chanced his arm with a quick 
run to fellow countryman Warrick Fynn who was 
equal to the task to run out the right-hander in 
controversial circumstances for a fine 64. 

That sparked wild celebrations from the 
Oswestry players who had held their nerve at 
the death in a wonderful spectacle of cricket full 
of spice and drama. 

Earlier in the day, persistent light rain meant 
that play did not underway until 1.20pm. 

Put into bat, Oswestry soon lost opener Fynn 
who, in search of his 1,000 runs for the season, 
hammered a short pitch delivery from James 
Rudge straight at brother Josh.

Skipper Clarke and Walker continued the good 
work by putting on 75 for the fourth wicket be¬ 
fore Walker was caught in the deep for a bellig¬ 
erent 41off 44 balls, which included three fours 
and two sixes. 

When Clarke (40) was dismissed with the 
score on 165-5, there was still batting to be done 
as youngsters Josh Coleridge (30) and Charlie 
Morris (26) entertained spectators to a 58 run 
sixth partnership with some lusty blows. 

Oswestry finally closed at 235-9 off their allot¬ 
ted 32 overs with Bowker topping the Tamworth 
bowling figures with 4-21. 

That competitive total, initially, never looked 
in serious doubt as the visitors slumped to 29-4 
with veteran Ian Davies claiming all four wickets 
to fall.

MID-WALES rider Rachel Ath¬ 
erton re-wrote the record 
books yet again when winning 
a fifth women’s downhill moun¬ 
tain bike World Championship 
in Switzerland. 

The legendary Llanrhaeadr champion - who 
also clinched a record sixth World Cup title in Au¬ 
gust - stormed to victory in front of huge crowds 
in the mountain resort of Lenzerheide. 

On a testing course, she finished nearly 10 sec¬ 
onds ahead of second placed Tahnee Seagrave, 
her close rival from the Welsh borders, while 
Myriam Nicole of France took the bronze. 

“I just went for it,” said Atherton, who rides 
for Trek Factory Racing. “It’s been a pretty crazy 
year. There were a couple of sections where I 
nearly went down, so I’m just glad I stayed on 
the bike. I went for death or glory today. 

I was so so nervous, but what a day.” 

Atherton, who started riding at the age of 11, 
was at her best as she powered to glory in em¬ 
phatic fashion in three minutes 15.73 seconds 

Now 30, she is now the most decorated female 
rider in the sport, with her latest title coming 
after winning three rounds of this year’s World 
Cup en route to taking the overall title for a sixth 
time - a record feat she says is “very special”. 

Atherton announced herself on the downhill 
scene in 2008 when winning her first World 
Championship and World Cup titles. She has 
since dominated the sport for a decade with 38 
career victories, 

Atherton, the oldest rider in the field, has had 
her fair share of injuries, including broken wrists 
and collarbones which saw her relinquish her 
crown last year before reclaiming it in style. 

Meanwhile, France’s defending champion Loic 
Bruni won gold in the men’s event for his third 
world title.
